A formula of exorcism at- 
tributed to a saint of the Ninth century, and 
which remained in use down ‘to a recent 
period, especially declares insects injurious 
tovcrops to be possessed) of evil) spirits; 
and names, among the animals to be excom- 
municated or exorcised, mice, moles and ser- 
pents, The use of exorcism against caterpil- 
lars and grasshoppers was alsocommon. In 
the Thirteenth century tho Bishop of Lau- 
sanno, finding that the eels in Lake Lemun 
troubled tho fishermen, attempted to remove 
the difficulty by exorcism. 

Did any one venture to deny that animals 
could be possessed by Satan, ho wasat once 
silenced by reference to the entrance of 
Satan into theserpent in the garden of Eden, 
to the transformation of Nebuchadnezzar, 
and to the casting of the devils into the swing 
by the founder of Christianity himself.—Dr.

The hurricane 
burst upon the harbor suddenly. The Ger- 
man man-of war Eber was the first vessel to 
drag her anchor, She became unmanage- 
able anil was driven helplessly on the reof 
which runs round the harbor. Sho struck 
broadside on at six o’cloca in the morning. 
The shock caused her to lurch and to stagger 
back and she sank in a moment in deep 
water.

The German war ship Adler was the next 
to succumb. She was lifted bodily bya 
gigantic wave and cast on her beam ends on 
the reef. A terriblestruggle ensued among 
the officers and sailors aboard.

HEAVY LOCOMOTIVES. 


The Canndinn Pacific and Grand Tran 
Rallways at Work on a Large Number. 
The changes that have taken place in 

mevhanical works within the past few yearg 

have been most marked, but nowhere hag 
the change been so evident as with locomo- 
tive engines on the various Canadian roads. 

Within the last few years the massive Mogul 

engine has almost superseded the lighter 

grade of engines, that was so universally 
used for freight servicein this country. The 
reason for this change will be made apparent 
by the fact that the Moguls, after repeated 
tests, have proved their Ranlien capacity to 
be fitty per cent. more than the engines for- 
merly used. This being the case itcan be 
zoey seen why this class of freight engine 
should have attracted the attention it has 
done. The Canadian Pacific Railway are at 
the present time just completing an order 
of forty of these Moguls for their freight ser- 
vice allover their lines. Perhaps the easiest 
way to.convey an idea of their massiveness 
is by their weight, which averages one hun- 
dred thousands pounds. It was soon found 
that this great weight upon the ordinary 54 
and 56 pound rail had a very serious effect, 
as in many places the tracks became badly 
worn. This defect the C. P. R. took means 
to remedy, and increased their rail to sixty 
pounds, whilst the tracks in the Rockies, 
and from Montreal to Toronto are 72 pounds. 

The spring orders for locomotives are given 

every April. At present two passenger en- 
‘ines are being constructed on a new model. 
hey are to have ten wheels each, which 

comprises a four wheel truck in the front 

cylinders, 20 by 22; driving wheels, 75 

inches; boiler, 52 inches, and are to carry 

180 pounds of steam. They will, when com- 
leted, embrace every modern improvement. 
he entire weight will be about one hundred 

and seven thousand pounds. They are to be 

used between Toronto and Havelock. The 

Grand Trunk people intend to largely aug- 

ment their locomotive powers this season, 

by the construction of thirty new engines, 

At present they are working upon six stan- 

dari shunting engines, After this lot they 

will commence constructing 20 standard 

Mogul engines, of the same class as the one 

built for the Indian Colonial Exhibition in 

1886, which engine has been rnnning con- 

tinuously without having received any re- 

repairs, and is still in first class work- 
ing order. Some idea can be formed 
of the steady work which this engine has 
done by its mileage, which from the time it 
was put on theroad to the present time, has 
been no less than one hundred and sixteen 
thousand miles. At present they have 
seventeen of this class in use, They also 
intend building four standard express en- 
ines, all of which are to be compl-ted before 
e end of the present year.—Montreal Star.

SIR RICHARD CARTWRIGHT ON THE 
RECENT LOAN 

Untavorable The Mouse 

With tho Ustimates—

A Long Sitting In Bupply 

Orrawa, April 2.—Most of the time of the 
House to-day was occupied in Committee of 
Supply and considerable progress was made 
with the eatimates Before going in- 
to supply a discussion arose with reference 
cent. loan recently negotiated 
by Sir Charles Popper - 

Sir Richard Cartwright inquired whethor 
Goverumout considers that the lan- 
guage used in the prospectus of the 3 per 
cent. loan recently negotiated in London, 
whereby it is declared ‘that the Canadian 
Governinent intend to apply the sum an- 
nually required for redemption of the 
national debt in purchases of the stook now 
offered,” requires them to use the sinkin 
funds therein referred to in the seen: 
said 3 percent, loan ip case said securities 
should be held ata premium at the time of 
purchase, 

Hon. G. E. Foster, Minister of Finance, 
said the Government would be requir d to 
make such purchases unless at the time of 
the "proposed purchase the bonds were un- 
duly high by reason of undue combimation. 

Sir Riohard Cartwright held that this 
provision very materially altered the char- 
acter(f the loanand made it one of the 
most unfavorable nogotiated by Canada in 
place of, as had been admitted hitherto, 
highly advantageous one. He believed that 
this proviso, to apply £750,000 a year to 
the repurchase of the loan, had the practical 
effect of making it a loan repayable in ten 
ipnuasl instalments instead of a 50 year 
loans had been intended, and that we 
were bound to repurchase the bonds at the 
current rate even though much above par, 

Hon. G. B, Foster said he would think the 
matter over and make an early statement, 
He would consult with Sir Charles Tupper 
who had negotiated the loan, 

The Mouso then went into Committee of 
Supply and the appropriations for immi- 
gration purposes were takon up. Objection 
Was taken to the nature of a large part of 
the immigration coming to Canada and Sir 
Richard Cartwright suggested that some 
stringent stops should be taken to prevent 
the landing of paupers. Men of this class, 
he said, overflowed our large cities.

Messrs. Denison, Cockburn, MoNeill, 
Tyrwhitt and Malock took exception to the 
impression being giyeu that there were 8000 
or anything like that numberof persons in 
Toro to who could be designated as paupers 
in any sense of the term, and vointed out 
that the liberality of leading citizens had 
placed Christmas luxuries on the tables of 
very many people who were far from being 
in ubsolute want, 

In connection with the criticism of the 
class of immigrants reaching Ontario, Dr. 
Sproule said the people of the west would 
prefer that the immigrants destined for 
those hla should be landed at Montreal, 
or butter still ut Toronto, so that the best 
of tho, “oull notbe diverted, as was now 
the case, on (he way west from Quebec. 

Mr. Bain of Wentworth advocated the 
adoption of the Castle Garden system of 
looking after immigrants so as to keep 
them out of the hands of sharks such as now 
fleoced them’of their money. 

Hon. Peter Mitchell took exception to 
the maintenance of an agent at milton 
as he thonght there was no nse for one 
there. 

Hon. John Carling said there were alarge 
number of immigrants who came in 1 way 
of Suspension Bridge and over the Grand 
Trunk Railway who stopped at Hamilton 
until they found work. This wasa very 
important point, and the agent there could 
not well be dispensed with. 

Mr. McKay corroborated the statemont 
that Hamilton was an important distributin 

oiht for immigrants, and thought that 

{r. Mitchell was to visit that city for a 
short time he would be very forcibly im- 
pressed with its importance. 

After recess Messrs. Mulock and Somer- 
ville brought before the House the cases of 
Immigration Agents Smyth and Webster, 
whiose accounts sre now boing investigated 
before the Public Accounts Committee, It 
was charged that they had rendered little 
or no real services for the monies paid to 
them but had been useful only for political 
work in by-clections. 

Hon. Jolin Carling warmly repudiated 
this charge, holding that Messrs. Webster 
and'Smyth had rendered valuable public 
services for every dollar received. © con+ 
demned the course taken in bringing this 
matter before the House when it was still 
under investigation by the Committee, 
where he thought the gentlemen affected 
could make satisfactory explanations. As 
far as he and the Government were concern- 
ed they had acted fairly and squarely with 
Mr. Smythand Mr Webster, and he had 
no doubt these gentlemen had acted the 
same with the Government.

thirty-five of them we won, twenty-two of 
them they won, and one was a drawn 
game, Didn't wo stand our own well, 
taking into consideration the numbers 


that were against us! We certainly did, 
They wore glad at last to consent to a 
peace, and they did 80, and we went on for 
a longth of time, down to the Rebellion 
of 1837-38, The Americans were in 
sympathy, as far as 1 could learn, 
with the rebels in this country, and every 
thing was said and dono that was ponsiblo 
to help-on the rebellion, Our brave fellows 
went across the lake and cut out the ‘*Caro- 
line,” set her adrift and sont her down the 
rapids, and then there was great talk of 
| war being declared because we had entered 
upon American territory and committed 
| an oubrage on an American vessel. How- 
ever, no war was declared ; we got through 

the rebellion and managed to live, The 

next thing was thy Fenian invasion, These 

men drilled, armed and organized a raid 

on us under the eyes of the Government 
, officers in the United States, and nothing 
| wus done to prevent thom ; they made the 

attempt on us up west and failed agein at 
St. Albans, They rested upon the Ameri- 
| oan border for weeks, formed their plans, 
| drilléd, armed, provisioned and prepared 
| to take Canada, and the American Govern 
| 


ment made no attempt to stop them. In 
speaking with eome Americans on the sub- 
ject, whoseomed to knowsomething about it, 
they said it was not possible for them to 
do anything undertheirconstitulion,againat 
the Fenians uotil they commitied some 
overt act, That is, they would have to 
cross over into Canada and do someting, 
and then the American authorities could do 
something to them when they came back 
across the border, ‘Taking all these thiogs 
into consideration, and the course that bas 
been pursued towards usin reference to the 
settlement of the fisheries and some other 
questions—their not allowing Oanadian 
workmen to go over to the other side to 
work, eendiog them back unless they came 
with their families—all show that there has 
been a decided avimus against us on ac- 
count of Great Britian, and the animus 
contiaues down the present day. I ask 
hon. gentleman, what have we to expect 
froma pation, who from the very c:m- 
mencement—before the war of 1812 ond 
down to the present time has tried in every 
inetdinee to obtain an advantage over us? 
I say we have nothing to look tor, ard we 
have nowight to expect any fovor. It is 
said that we might possibly get into the 
American Union. Itruat we shall never 
get there. Gol forbid that we should cver 
be connected with them, 

Hon, Mr, Meloties (8B. C.)—Wo micht 
connect them, 

Hon, Mr. Flint—We don't want to 
conuect them, Now, as regards the 
question of reciprocity, we had one reci- 
procal agreement with them—they abro- 
gated that, Why? Because they felt 
nuuoyed that we had some feeling for the 
South at the timeof the great relellion. 
Now, 0 far as tho part of the cou: try 
that I come from is concerned, and if the 
hon. gontleman from Quinte was here he 
could support me in what I say, | do not 
know of one single individual who went 
South to help the Southernera, but I know 
ef scores who went to the North and 
became connected with the Federal army. 
Some of them wero killed, some came back 
maimed for life, and some, promoted for 
their bravery and good conduct, remained 
in the United States, We did not show 
any ill-feeling against our neighbors, and 
the breakiog up of the reciprocity treaty 
did not have the etlect on us, at the 
time they abrogated it, that they expected, 
Being then engaged in the lumber business 
I happened to know that for some years 
after the reciprocity treaty was abro- 
gated we got better prices and ‘made more 
money than we did during the years of 
reciprocity ; consequently, as far as that 
goes, I do not think, if we hud continued 
that arrangement, we would have been 
any better cil, as far as the lumber trad 
was concerned, I speak froma Oanadian 
standpoint. and no other, As regards our 
shipment of graia and our barley trade, 
as a matter of course we have not as yet 
sent much barley to any other couvrry 
than the United States. 1 wrote articles 
on that and on several other subjects 
which, with the permission of the House, 
[ shall be glad to place in the official re 

ort. 

The following is my letter to the Jytelli- 
gencer on the barley question ;— 

The next subject on which I wrote was 
the advantage we had in Canada for the 
manufacture of cheese. My reason for do- 
ing so was this: At this time Mr. Wiman 
was airing his views on commercial union 
in our county (Hastinge), and [ was surpris- 
ed to find, not only commercial men, but 
yentlemen of the legal profession «nd far- 
mers were quite taken to it. After thoy 
read my articles 1 think that, to @ certain 
extent. the illusion produced by the argu 
ments of Mr, Wiman was dispelled, and it 
would be very difficalt for him or any other 
person to succeed in creating the same im 
pression again in that quarter, Tho article 
was as follows : 

Tho next thing I called attention tu was 
our trade iu wheat and four, I felt it my 
duty to take up that subject, and to show, 
uot only from a Canadian standpoint but 
from an American standpoint, the poaition 
wo ocoupied towards our neighbors in refer- 
ence to those products ; 

The next subject | took up was that of 
timber and- lumber, and [ endeavored to 
show the position in which we stood towards 
the United States in reference to that trade. 
[ havo beonin the lumber business until 
lately, I may say ever sinco the year 1836 
—-that is, for myself—and conscquently | 
ought to know something about it. I be- 
lieve that in 1851 or 1852, when 1 built ny 
large mill in Belleville and went into busi- 
ness heavily, if I had gone to Great Britain 
and established agencies in Liverpool and 
London I would have mado more money by 
conding my lumber there than by sending 
it to the United States, And why! Boe- 
cause they send a largo quantity thore, as 
woll au to other countries, and we were 
made the hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for thom; they took tho croam and 
we got the skim milk. My letter was as 
fullows : 

The next question which Ll took up was 
that of oats and corn and | endeavored to 
show to our farmero the effects that com 
mercial union would have upon them in re- 
ferenco to their rough grains, and 1 think 
that 1 effectually convineod them that it 
would bo decidedly better not to have reei- 
procity in those two articlos. Tho following 
is my Jotter on the subject 

The next question 1 took up was the 
trade in horses and cattle, and | think | 
showed conclusively that our farmora would 
bu just as woll off by having tho Amorioans 
pay the duty on these animals, as they do 
now, as they Would under commoroial 
union, I think wo had bottor send our

A TRIBUTE TO MR. POPE. 


REFERENCES IN THE SENATE TO 
THE DEAD MINISTER, 


Mr. Scott Speaks of the Unbounded Faith 
Placed tn Him by Those Among Whom 
He Had Grown Up. 


Orrawa, April 2.—Hon. Mr. Abbott, 
leader of the Government, end Hon Mr. 
Scott, leader of the Opposition, in the 
Senate, made touching references to-day to 
the death of the late Mr, Pope, 

Mr. Scott alluded to it as a rare oceur- 
rence that the deceased had represented his 
constituency for a period of over thirty 
years continuously. ‘I know,” he 
said, ‘of no other instance in this 
country but one in which that honor 
was conferred upon one individual 
for so long a period. Gentlemen have 
been in Parliament no doubts for longer 
terms, but constituencies are unstable and 
ficklo, and often change from one to another. 
It was Mr. Pope's good fortune to be held 
in such esteem by those who knew him best, 
by his own pean in the very locality whore 
hoe grew up from boyhood, that mast an- 
bounded faith was placed in him.” 

The remains of the late Ifon. J. H. Pope, 
Minister of Railways, were conveyed this 
afternoon tothe Canadian Pacific Railway 
depot, and will be interred to-morrow in the 
family cemetery in Cookshire, Que.

A STUPENDOUS FAILURE. 


The Panama Canal a Mowaument of Im- 
Practicablilty—Reckloss Extravagance. 
Curcaco, April 3.—James McArthur, tho 

senior member of the well-known firm of 

McArthur Brothers of Chicago and St. Paul, 

probably the largest firm of railroad and 

ridge contractors in the Northwest; has 
written home his opinion of the Panama 

Canal, which he visited not long ago. He 


says: I was op the isthmts from Jan. 
29° to” Feb. 2, and gave most of my 
time to the canal: The Panama Canal 


is a stupendous failure! I have gone 
over the whole of it; the heav 
work, the summit section of several tiles, 
travelled over on foot. Much of the work 
has already stopped, and it is reported that 
the whole of it will stop in a few days.’ I 
saw all of the machinery, and some part of 
every class of,it at work. The canal is a 
monument to incompetency, both in its dee 
sign and oxecution, so far as work has pro- 
greased on it, and it is scarcely begun. 

The only work which hus any business- 
like Took is that done by the American 
contractors on the east end of the line. 
Thore is an immense amount of ma- 
chinery, which was imported from France 
and Holland, miuch of Which is rusting 
out, having never, beet used. It is of an- 
tiquated type, rude and costly in’ its opera- 
tion. The quality of the labor is mych 
better than I expected to see, viz.: nogroes 
from Jamaica. Though’ not equal to North. 
orn labor, they have a good amount of 
physical strength, aud are docile and 
reasonably intelligent. There was no work 
in progress—thadof the American contract- 
ora excepted—which was not costing from 
two to ten times what it teed to have 
cost with proper machinery and manage- 
ment, 

The whole scheme hus been carried on in 
® most wasteful and extravagant manner, 
The original plan of an ocean level canal 
was almost # physical impossibility. If 
possible at all it would bankrupt even the 
Government of France to earcy out such a 
schome, It would cost more than did the 
Franco-Géerman war—more than did our 
civil war, The original plan was to cut 
through the Isthmus, make a tide level 
canal without locks, This plan was 
changed to one with locks, raising the sum- 
mit level 46 motroa (over 150 feet) above 
tide, 

The change was an improvement, only 
that there is no water to supply the’summit 
lovel, exceps by pumping it up from the 
ocean. Now a canal without water is not 
useful—hardly ornamental—and to ump 
water 150 feet high to supply it world? cost 
more than the revenues of the canal. Even 
on this changed plan, after ox pending more 
than threo times tho orfyinal estimate, the 
canal is not one-iifth completed, There 
are other and serious v tions toit, and 
though better than the Lirst plan it may 
still be called impracticable on account of 
the excessive cost of consttuction and main 
tenance.

AS SOLITARY AS AGOD. 


The Hard Lines Surrounding the Young 
Emperor of China. 

As yet the doings of the Chinese have no 
particular interest outside their own coun- 
try. Tho marriage of the Emperor is 4 
strong Btode that this is the case, An Im- 
perial alliance of tlhe same kind in the. West 
would have sent a flutter through every 
court in Europe, says the London News. 
No Chancellor or Premier will disturb him- 
self about the rankor the relations of the 
lady who becomes the Empress of China. 
In the Flowery Land itself the choosing of 
an.imperial bride has no political interest ; 
she comesfrom no rqyal house; princely or 
even blue blood is not a necessary qnalifica- 
tion. She has to be selected from tho 
‘Eight Banners,” a phrase which expresses 
the Manchu army of Pekin. We should call 
them the ** guards,’ for they are the defend- 
ers of the Emperor. Up tilt lately the Em- 
peror of China only knew of the Western 
nations as ‘‘foreign devils,’’and the small 
States—such as the Corea, which are in con- 
tact with China—go under the name of the 
‘tribute bearing nations.” Ambassadors 
from these States present tribute as feuda- 
tories, and in doing so appoar before the 
Emperor on their stomachs, knocking their 
heads on the ground—a ceremony known as 
the ‘‘ kow-tow,"’ The Son of Heayen could 
not condescend to ask for a companion to the 
“Dragon Throne” from any of the rulers of 
these. insignificant countries. lt is the 
Dawager Empress who chooses the lady who 
becomes her successor, ‘The Dowager Em- 
press in the present case is not themother of 
the Emperor ; she is the mother of the late 
Emperor Tung-chih, During his minority 
she and the Empress of Hein-fung acted as 
regents ; on Tang-chib'sdeath in 1875, when 


appointed to the throne, the two ladies 
again took charge of the Government as Re- 
gents. In 188] the other Empress died. 
She wes known as the ‘‘ Eastern. Empress,” 
and the ‘‘ Western Empress continued the 
regency. On his marriage the Emperor as- 
sumes full powers and the Regont retires 
into private life. 

The present Emperor was born in 1871 ; 
he is the son of Prince Chun, one of the 
brothers of the Emperor Hien-fung, He is 
thug a full cousin to the late Emperor ‘Dung- 
chih, who died in 1875. The latter died 
childless, thus causing « break in-the. direct 
succession of the Ta-chiny, or ‘‘ Great Pure 
Dynasty.” Tungschih left « will appointing 
the present Emperor to succeed him ou the 
throne. Hisnamebefore becoming Emperor 
was Tsai.tien ; but on becoming Emperor of 
Chinaanewnamo is alwaysasaumed, and the 
new ruler will be known 4s Kwang-an, which 
means ‘ Au Inhreitance of Glory.” Vast as 
may be the Empire g¥ China, many as may 
be the millions We rules over, this young 
man of 18 must, at lesst for some yoars to 
como, count for litte in the national policy 
Documents will be placed before him, and 
he with the ‘* Dragon Iencil” willsign them. 
As Empefor he becomes « priest, and will 
have now toofliciate inthe imperial temples, 
the great celobration boing that-at the tem. 
pe of Heavon, Atethe Confueian temple he 


1a8 to address the literati; and an important 
duty in Chinese oyes is that of visiting the 
tombs of the dynasty, where he offera aacri 


fice and worships his ancestors. These 
tombs are some distance to the northwest of 
Pekin and havo tobe visited once a year by 
the reigning Emperor. Ifan Emperor of 
China should chance to have natural abili 


ties, he labors under the groatest dinudvan- 
tages in their development. Every action 
of his life is affected by the otiquette of an 


elaborate ceremonial; the 200 volumes and 
the © officials who inquire into Heaven” who 
interpret their meaning must awaddle up his 


wholoexistence as if he weroamummy. Ho 
has none of the ordinary intercourse whic h 
other mortals have with thoir fellow-orea 
tures All who approach him have to do 16 


knocking their heads on the ground; on bis 
exalted throne he is cut off {rom all those in- 
fluences which would and do: improve the 
heart and mind. Tlis position cannot be 
better expressed than by repeating what the

MANITOBA'S PREMIER. 


Mo le Al Vears Olu nud tis Good laebteg 
Healthy and Vigorous, 


Premier Greenway of Manitoba who re 
cently passed the Meridian line of 100 years, 
was fret cradled in Cornwall, Eng., March 


25, 1838. He came to Canada when only 
six yours of age, and wan educated in On 
tarlo. It is well-known that the Premier 
was oman taking a deep interest in public 
matters in the east. Removing to Manitoba 
his first experience was in locating eettlers 
on lands throughout the province, Being 
chosen asa member oi the legislature by 
the people of Mountain he has sat there con-

April 3.—The Eiffel to

The wind was blowing hard, and 
there was a slight shower of hail. It was 
bitterly cold. The ladders shook under the 
ascent I persuaded M, Clomonceau to 
desist. His hauds were so cold he might 
bave slipped, and the consequences to the 
Republic would have been toovalamitous for 
description We came down the ladder 
and felt much more comfortable when we 
were once more On the staircae.

Joh Carling, Minister of Agriculture, 
and Hon, G. E. Foster, Minister of Finance. 
The deputation consisted of Prof. Perhal- 
low of Montreal; Prof, Sandors, director o 
the Central Experiinental Varm; Mr. W. H. 
Lynch, the well-known horticulturist 
of the Eastern Townships, and these 
mombers’ ‘of Parliament representing 
all portions of the Dominion: Messrs. 
isher, Ferguson of Wolland, Guillet, 
Borden, Baird, Mills of Annapolis, Jones 
of Digby, Boyle, McMilan, Hale, Robert- 
son, Gordon, McNeill and Shanly. 
It is proposed to hold the convention in 
Ottawa in January or February vext, and 
to lave in connection with the convention 
anexhibit of somo of the more hardy va- 
riety of fruits which would ‘eep through 
the winter and into thespring. 
Dr. Borden, Mir. Mills of Annapolis, Mr. 
Fisher, Mr. Gordon and Dr. Ferguson of 
Welland supported the application. The 
last named held that by way of compensa 
tion if for no othey reason the fruit-growors 
should get this, aa they alone of all classes 
had not been protected under the genoral 
policy of protection. As representing a dis- 
trict interested to the extent of mil- 
lions of dollars in fruit growing he pressed 
that this small measure of compensation 
should be granted, 
Mr. McMillan read ‘a’ letter ho had re 
ceived today from Mr. Alex: McD. Allao 
of Toronto, stating that a joint stock com- 
pany was now being got up in that city for 
promoting the sale id Great Britain of fruit, 
butter and cheese’ from Canada. ‘Mr.

panies in the City of Toronto. Mr. Cock- 
urn was promoting ‘ the measure, 
Hon, David © Mills ssid that aos 
the telegraph conipanics _ were in- 
corporated by the Dominion 


Parliament it might appear that Parliament 
had so far jurisdiction in the matter, but 
telegraph companies were artificial persons, 
and 4s 4 person they would require to go to 
the appropriate Legislature to get the 
powers desired and conform to the local 
law of each province, where that local law 
was not ultra vires. He contended that 
such jurisdiction was vested in the different 
provinces and it was for them to say 
whether telegraph and other such coms 
panies ingorporated by the Dominion should 
place all wires under the ground. This 
view of the question was concurred in by 
Mr. Weldon (St. John), Mr. Weldon 
(Albert),.and Mr. Girouard, “3 

Mr. Cockburn contended that the Domin: 
ion Parliament not only had jurisdiction, 
but had dealt with such matters heretofore, 
Mr. Mulock spoke of the importance of tho 
matter as far as Toronto was concerned, 
and, while not giving an opinion 
as to the constitutionality of the 
question, he asked to hear the city solicitot 
of Toronto on the subject. 

Mr. Biggar, who. was present, said that 
under section 92 of the B. N. A. Act this 
power wasconferred on the Dominion Parlia« 
ment, in so far as it excepted “telegraph” 
from tho jurisdiction of the Provincial Legisla- 
tures, ¢ cited a number of cases to this 
point, 

Mr. Biggar said he was wiling to leave 
tho question in the hands of the Sinister of 
Justice to test its oonstitutionality, and 
Col. Tisdale put a motion to this effect, 
Hon. Mr. Mitchell objected.

office being in Great Britain, All the com- 
| panies were carrying on business in Onta- 
rio. After the death of Mr, Boll these poli- 
cies wore in the possession of the defendant, 
and she claimed payment from the compa- 
nies. It was not disputed that there were 
creditors of Mr, Bell unpaid, and who would 
be entitled amongst them to receive, in sat- 
isfaction of their claims against his estato, 
the whole of these insurance moneys, if the 
moneys belonged to his estate, the ostate 
being insufficient to pay the liabilities of 
Mr. Boll. The plaintiffs, as administrators, 
also claimed these insurance moneys. The 
total Amount was $3,830, and the acroued 
interest $387.46. The form of the jasue 
was: Tho plaintiffs aflirm and the defend- 
ant denies that the plaintiffs are as against 
the defendant entitled to the moneys. 

A contention on behalf of the pliintiffs 
was that, oven assuming that the endorse 
mento in the handwriting of Mr, Bell upon 
the policies were free from any objection as 
endorsements under the atatute, yet they 
had no application in this case and would 
be of no effect in favor of the defendant, 
because the policies were foreign contracts, 
being, in the view of the law, made and the 
loss payable in the city of Montreal, ia the 
Provinces of Quebec, and if the defendant 
had to bring her action for the money in 
that province, she would be met by the ob- 
jection that the endorsements through 
which she claimed were such that they 
could nob be recognized by the law of the 
place where the contract was made and 
was to be paid or satisfied ; as she did not 
show that there existed in the Province of 
Quebec any statute or law timilar to the 
atatute of this province respecting suoh en- 
dorsemonts upon policies of insuranoy. 

Mr, Justice Ferguson specially reforred 
to the case of Lee v, Abbott, 17 Q. B. D., 
309, and to Jnre Turcan, 40 Oh, D., 5,and 
said: My conclusion is against the plain- 
tiffs on this contention, and I cannot but 
think that it would ba a surprise to most 
people to be told that they could not pro- 
perly make endorsements under the proyi- 
sions of our statutes merely because the 
policies were issued in Montreal by com. 
panies having their Canadian head offices 
there, . 

Another contention of the plaintills was 
that as Mr. Boll was not a married man at 
the time that he effected tho policies in 
question, he could not under the provision 
of the Act make a valid endorsement upon 
them having the effect contended for by the 
defendant, His Lordship’ expressed the 
opinion that as there was no evidence as to 
whether Mr, Bell hed been married before 
ho married the defendant in 1881, or whe- 
ther or not ho was a married man at the 
time the policies were issued, and in the 
absence of any eyidence on the subjeci,the 
presumption was that he was not ; the bur. 
den was upon the defehdant of showing that 
he was a married m:n when he effec'ed the 
insurances, if such was the fact. 

Counsel} agreed in saying that the statutes 
to be looked at upon this eubject were 47 
Vic., ch. 20, and 48 Vio., oh. 28. The 
learned judge, continuing, said; I am not 
aware of any decided case upon the eub 
ject, nor was any referred to, JT have as 
beat I have been able examined the statutes 
on the subject of insurance for the benefit 
of wives and children from 29 Vic. ch. 17 
to the present time, and I am ef the opinion 
that the endorsement cannot be properly 
and effectively made under the provisions o! 
the Act unless the policy has been elfectod 
by the assured when heisa married man. * 
* * The policy of the Legislature seems to 
mo to have been to authorizs insurance upon 
his life by a married man in favor of hin wi's, 
on wife and childrem so that the insurance 
money shou'd be free from the claims of his 
creditors, and to authorize endorsements up- 
on or declarations respecting policies oflect- 
ed by married men sv as to have the like 
effect. The only exception that L can soe 
to this is the provision contained in sec, 3 
of 29 Vio., ch. 17, in which the words ‘‘any 
policy of insurance upon his life which may 
have been effected and issued before the 
passing of the Act” are used, aud this gives 
only one year after the passing of the Ast

* * * *.* J do not see that the leyis- 
lation shows that the Legislature ever in- 
tended (with the one exception that I have

DEVASTATED BY FLAME. 


Dakota and Minnesota Swept by Prairio 
Pires—Many Lives Lost. 

Mixwwarouss, April 4.—During the last 
two days South Dakota and Minnesota 
havo been swept by a series of windstorms, 
which have caused thousands of dollars 
damage to property and several lives have 
been lost. The storm started Monday night 
and swept over a large areca south of the 
Northern Pacific road in Dakota, and ex- 
tending into the southern tier of counties in 
this State. The greatest damage has not 
Ween caused by the wind alone, but in 
niany places fires fanned into fury by 
tlie storms hgve wiped out of existence 
devoral small” villages and hundreds of 
firmers’ houses. The towns almost com- 
pletely destroyed are Volin, Olivet, Puko- 
Wanui, Lesterville and Mount Vernon and 
tliree or four other villages were badly 
damaged. At Volin every house in the 
place oxcopt three was demolished «nd 100 
jeople are without homes.  Lesterville was 
tnttened to the ground and twenty families 
are Without a roof, 

A'térrible galo of wind struck Mount 
Vernon, and fire started from a small house 
that was blown over early Tuesday night. 
No human power could stop the Hames, and 
in ar hour tho business portion of the place 
Was’ Ono great raging fire nearly 200 families 
ftré homeless and the loss will toot ap $200, - 
000, It is reported that several porsons 
lost their lives in the fire, but no confirma 
tion hus yet been received. Four large 
elevators and the Milwaukee depot were de~ 
stroyed. Near Blunt one man lost nearly 
500 head of sheep which were caoughtin # 
prairic fire, Several head of horses wore 
saved by swimming the river. 

In many places the crops wore covered by 
the loose sand and dust, aud will have to be 
ré planted. Travel was susponded on some 
lines so great was the force of the wind. 
The clouds of dust prevented the engineers 
seeing the track. A report from Garry 
says the sun was almost totally obscured, 
And the superstitious thought the ond of the 
World had come. Farm houses and barns 
were swept away and horses and cattle were 
burnt to death by scores. Near Milbank 50 
head of live stock aro reported lost and the 
fire has @wopr over twenty miles of tlic 
country, causing much loss, 

The storm bas abate 1 somewhat, but the 

wind is yet high enough to keep the fires 
Durning fiereely and further heavy losses are 
almost certain. The damage in Minnesota 
is much less than in Dakota, A despatch 
from Yanktou, Dakota, saya the records 
of the Signel Otlice slow that during the 
pokine of the fires in this region the 
romidity was but 7 per cent., a condition of 
dryness nevor before observed.

The country has lost a great map. The 
Government has lost a minister whose place 
they will be unable to supply and as for my- 
self I have lost the best friend [havo in the 
world, 

Hon, Wilfrid Laurier also pronounced a 
feeling eulogy on the deceased minister, 
He thought it was only due to say that the 
people who knew Mr. Pope little knew’ 
what a powerful mind his was. Withont 
having had educational advantages he. pos- 
sessed great practical resources always ab 
his command, and in allquestions of import- 
ance he wascapable of finding a solution 
always the best. He wasendowed with a 
quality of perseverance which made him 
carry lo the eud anything which he under- 
took. ‘I/jjore never was another man in the 
Eastern Lownships who had such a hold on 
the people as Mr. Pope had. In Compton 
all creeds and races were his friends, all 
looked up to him, and would sorrow for his’ 
death. 

Mr. Hall said he was sure that the sentl- 
ments expressed by the Premier and leader 
of the Opposition wero those of all the 
people of the Eastern Townships, and as 
one of the representatives of that district 
he could not let the occasion pass without 
joining in the tribute to the memory of the 
deceased.

It was subsequently submitted to 
ship owners and shippers, who approved of 
its provisions, The object of the bill is to 
make clear and strengthen the act now on 
the statute book and to make it 
similar to the English act. The bill 
defines unscaworthiness so as to make con 
victions possiblo,and provides for the safety 
of vessels carrying grain cargoes and makes

For this, he said, Queen's was not to blame, 
Dosiriny uotformity in the ¢ Aaminations, 
(Jueon's had, at thie suggestion, adopted 
that of Toronto university, althoughit was 
lower than theirs, aud reduced thelr pasa 
standard from 33 to 26 per oent., as Toron- 
to had done. In order, suid De. Grant, to

*That brother was the dear friend of my 
boyhood, and, as soon as I learned these 
facts, I gave Spencer, Mr, Cavenish’s law- 
yer and mine, orders to spare no effort or 
expense in trying to find this strange claim 
ant.

Bir Johbu Macdonald Announces That the 
Government Has Made a New Arrange 
ment Withthe cr & 
Orrawa, April 5 In the House this 
| afternoon Hou. G. E. Foster, Minister of 
Finance, made the explanation promised 
Sir Richard Cartwright respecting the re 
cent loan. The criticiam made by Sir Rieh- 
ard had, he said, together with tho  para- 
graph in the prospectus, been carefully con 
sidered by himself and the officots of his 
department, aud they had found no cause 
f alarm The loans preceding this bad 
ik fu att ed, aud = to off 
th . 2,000,000 per year had to b 
apartand | ed The Government 
we we le fre iviu the atock of 
con panies be ie 0 © risk attached, and 
m ry ipal debentures and Government 
altocks have often too to be refused. The 
condit ons of consols were such thet the 
Government could not buy them For «& 
long period therefore we had invested in cur 
own stocks, Tho prospectuses of other 
loans called for the purchase of stocks 


held above par and last year we 


bought out of the sinking fund 
our ‘ or cont stock held 
as high as 114}. Tho prospectus of the 1888 
loan only carried out the conditions of pre- 
vious yours, though perbaps the pledge was 
@ little more explicit, but by this clause 
we were nob ob.iged to buy stock which 
was Unreasonably appreciated, 

It was indisputably an advantage to buy 
from our own stock because there was no 
income tax to be paid upon it, ae there was 
upon other stock held in. England. Of the 
atock issued for the 1888 loan the Govern- 
ment had been buying since July 1 last, and 


far from having found it to be unduly ap- 
preciated they bad bought ata lower price 
than was ro cived for it, ‘ho purchase 
price has rauged from 945-16 in August to 
929 in December, 

As to the exhaustion of the loan before 
ita nominal termination that possibility ap- 
piled to most other of our stocks 
as well. In his opinio there was no ground 
for alarm or, for possible condemnation. 
He did not think this could possibly prove 
ap unremunerative loan, but believed that 
it could still be claimed to be the best yet 
mude, 

Sir Richard Cartwright in reply held that 
tho engagement entered into by the prospec- 
tus was unlimited and stipulated a sinking 
fund of 10 per cent. por annum. As to the 
argument that the stock had actually been 
bought back at a low price, it was a well- 
known fact that after a large loan such as 
this was pluced there was always a largo 
quantity of it lying loose upon the markets 
for the first six or eighteen months, and it 
would not be until the tock came into the 
hands of peruianent investors, wno tealized 
tue position in whivh the Government had 
placed themsclves, that tho effe.t of the ar- 
rangement would be felt. 

He proposed a the earliest opportunity 
after to-day to put upon record his opinion 
as tothe risk we have run in connection 
with thé loan and the probable conse- 
quences.

The House then went Into committaa of 
supply, taking up the eleay appropria- 
tions. With respect to the Intercolonial 
Railway it was held by some members on 
both sides that it would be in the interests 
of that road to be managed from Moncton 
instead of from Ottawa, 

The Canadian Pacitic Railway Bill, sev- 
eral times reached on the order paper and 
as often put off toa more convenient sea 
son, came before the House this evenin 
at the openias of the hour allotted for pri- 
vate bills. After 
Laurier called time and the bill had to 

stand over. ‘Tive first objectionto it was 
raised by Mr. Edgar, who claimed that it 
lessened the security of the Government 
for its guarantee of the interest on the 
$15,000,000 loan. Sir John Macdonald 
avawered him with the statement that the 
Government had ample security in the 
lands and earnings, and then the House 
went into committeo, 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, the promoter of the 
bill, offered an amendment, which passed 
without opposition, tothe olfect that the 
bonds might be issued on the authority of 
two-thirds of the votes of the shareholders,

These applications have been increasing 
‘steadily since then, until now the best 
teachers are placing it upon their curriculum 
of studies, and nearly all af them look for- 
waril to seeing it cesume its old-fashioned 
place in the list of social entertainments. 
Until last winter the minuet has been re- 
arded by the dancing masters as a fano 
ance, and it has been frequently difficult to 
teach it'properly bevause it isa dance that 
requires two persons, and aga rule thore has 
‘been but one pupil at atime ina school. 
Thus it happened, naturally enough, that 
many of the pupils of the minuet to-day are 
the dancing masters themselves, who are 


obliged to perfect themeelves in it in order 
‘to'supply the demand of their patrons. It

WOW TO HOLD THE SKIRTS. 
The gontlemn’s bow during this interest- 


ing process is of a similar nature. It con- 
sists in laying his hand upon 
heart and bending forward very low. 
ners should recover at the same moment. 
There is another old dance somewhat similar 
to the minuct in its measured etiquette, and 
that is the pavane, In that the lady’s bow 
is very similar to the one in the minuet, the 
differdnce being that she inclines her head 
forward and looks down upon the ground. 
It sometimes is a harder thing to prevent la- 
dies from looking upon the ground than to 
teach them to keep their balance upon their 
toes. I remember when I was studying the 
ballet in Faris, that the teacher was always 
crying out; ‘Come, ladies, are you looking 
for pins upon the floor?’ The novice, you 
see, is always in terror about her feet, and 
apparently wants to look down to see if the 
are all right. Asa matter of fact, the bal- 
ance can be much better preserved by look- 
ing upward, and it is a much more graceful 
way of doing it. 

“Jn minuet and fancy dancing it in as 
necessary to train the arms as it is the legs. 
Nearly all the old-fashioned dances employed 
arm gestures for effect, and it requires a 
deal of patience to learn to use the arms 
ecaostelias One rule lies at the base of all 
arm movements, and that is never to make 
a gesture in such a way that the dancer's 
face shall be concealed from her partner, if 
she is dancing in society, or from the audi- 
ence, if she is dancing in public. I will 
illustrate that by a movement which I intro- 
duce into the minuet asI teach it. I call it 
the Spanish.” 

The lady who had all this time been pul- 
ling tho waltz teacher this way and that, 
and showing bim how to hold his arms, made 
him stand Peaidle her, and they faced the 
writer, The lady with her right hand 
grasping her skirts in the way she had in- 

icated, took the gentleman's right hand, 
and, swinging her body upon her hips away 
from him, raised her hand until she had 
brought it over the back of her head. Then 
she looked with an engaging smile at acrack 
in the ceiling, while the gentleman, his right 
hand extend+d as indicated and .his left at 
his side, swang about in the other direction, 
and looked gravely at the ceiling upon the 
other side of the room. After maintaining 
this pose for a moment, or, if it bad been in 
actual dancing, until a certain measure of 
music had been played, they slowly chang- 
ed this position by swinging their bodies 
around toward cach othe:, at the same time

fome Pertinent Observations on Quality 
and Over Production—Useful Hints 
Worthy of Remembrance 


Quality is sought in all goods wold, and, oa 


quality varies, all articles are graded and | 


the prices fixed in accordance with the stock 


in market of the grade sought A market 
may be overstocked with an article of a 
certain grade, and yet a brisk demand may 
exist for the same article but of a different 
grade. This ruleapplies to the products of 
the farm as woll as to manufactured articles, 
but it receives leas consideration by farmers 
than by other classos. The farmer devotes 
his energies to produce os much in quantity 
as he can seoure from the soil, and in that 
manner assists in reduging prices and injur 

ing the sales of his goods. here should be 
no objection to quantity, as the greater the 
quantity the larger the receipts, but. tho 
quality is more importent than quantity, 

If a choice article can be yrown on the same 
Space required for an inferior one the coat 
will be but little more. The first item of ex- 
pense is the use of the ground, and that item 
must be paid under all circumstances, as tho 
interest and use of the land cammands a» 
marketable valuc, Next, the labor is expen- 
sive, While a choice article muy call for 
more labor to m certain extens, yot there 
are itemsin the bill of labot that always 
present themselves, For itistance, it re- 
quires as much time to hitch the tear, 
sharpen the tools, trayel to and from the 
field, keep down the weeds and grass, and 
gees against insects for a poor crop as 

or # better one. To proportionately lessen 
this oxpense the crop must not only be large 
but of excellent qualitfe and tho better the 
quality the lower the cost proportionately. 
tis sometimes extravagant to grow an in- 
forior crop, as the farmer cannot afford to 
do #o, His land and labor are too valuable 
to be devoted to crops that do not pay be- 
cause they fail to be of the quality in de- 
mand, 

Overproduction of inferior articles is pos- 
sible at all times, but overproduction of 
choice articles has never yet been, accom 
plished. There are too many gratles in the 
market, which split up the whole into so 
many separate articles; any one of which 
may be lacking while the others are in ex- 
cess. A slight difference in quality is some- 
times suf" cient to double protits: “It is os- 
timated that the average cost of growing, 
picking and shipping strawberries is 3 cents 
a quart. If one grower receives 34 cents 
per quart and Srotie 4 cents per quart, the 
one will have twice as much profit as the 
other, although he received but 4 cent more. 
This is due to the fact that the first cost, of 
3 cents per quart, must be paid, no matter 
what the prices may be. The grower who 
aims to have his products in market so as to 
grade them to the highest standard can 
realize a lirge profit even when others, sell- 
ing inferior articles, may suffer loss. . 


A Corn Marker, 

The check-rower and other improved 
implements for planting corn by horse power 
have, tosome extent, superseded the prac- 
tice of hand planting on the large farins, 
bub their use has not become universal. 


SERVICEABLE CORN MARKER, 
Our illustration shows a very cheap and 
effective device for marking five rows at 


once: The runners are of oak or other hare. 
wood plank, two inches thick, three feet 
long and ‘six inches wide, with the front 
younded like a sled runner. The middle 
and two next runners are rigidly held to- 
gether by two strips, each four inches wide 
and seven feet two inches long, firmly bolt- 
ed or screwed to the upper edges of the 
three runncrs. The tavo outer runners are 
each fastened by similar transverse, bara 
three feet seven inches long, and attached 
to the middle runners by hinges. Diagonal 
braces support the outer frames, and simi- 
lar ones near the middle project forward 
far enough to serve as draught-bars. A 
tongue from an ordinary tvebornse wagon 
in attached to these by along bolt. A guide 
consisting of a piece of two-inch plank eigh- 
teen inches long and six inches wide is firm: 
ly fastened to a bar two by four’ inches, 
seven feet two inches long, A half-inck 
hole at the other end of the bar is slipped 
oyer an icon pin driven for the purpose in 
either of the outer runners. A cord attached 
to the guide -hasa hook at the further end 
which is slipped into the hame-ring of the 
horse.. The outer runners may be folded 
over on top of the middle ones when tha 
marker is not in tise. The constructed of 
the hinges is shown by the small figure in 
the Uppas right hand corner. With trans- 
verse bars of the dimensions given above, 
the runners are set three and and a half feet 
from centers. If it is desired to have any 
greater or less distance between the rows, 
the marker can be modified accordingly. 


Notes, 


The best way to keep down thistles is ta 
olit “them off as fast as they appoar above 
ground. No’ plant can endure such treat. 
ment, and. the thistle is no exception, They 
will in time become exhausted and die. The 
work must be done at the peeves time, how- 
ever, nnd must. not be neglected, as a.sinigle 
plant, if allowed to grow, will cause extra 
work, The thistle must never be allowed 
to mature ‘séédj and if the tops ure kept 
down the roots will be viven extra duty and 
fail’to spread.

Borcareful in handling the-working stoék 
when the busy season opens.

{teen ye o, and that is why it was dis 
covered by accident and not as the result of 
n long series of logical scientific deductions, 
and after it was discovered and perfected 


science has stepped in und furnished the ex 
planation of its phenomenona, 

Mr. Edison was one day experimenting 
with a telephone and, noticing the regular 
beats of the thin iron diaphragm in harmony 
with the sounds of words, he wondered 
Whether these could not be reoorded.

phone is founded. According to this theory 
a yound of any kind—from the gentle 
breathing of a babe to the report of a canon

motion, just as a pebble thrown into a sheet 
of stilt water creates successive ring waves 


which widen till they reach the shore. The 


sound waves are like the waves in the ocean 
and can undergo but two changes, in being 
larger or smaller, or far apart or close to- 


gether, and out of these simple elements is 
made the infinit: variety of sound known to 
life, so delicate is the mechanism of the ear 
Many people 
think that the phonograph writes shorthand,, 
probably because that is called phonogr: phy 
and isa system of sound-writing. Short- 
hand, however, is not true phonography, as 
it does not write all sounds, out only some

London, , April 6.—Sir Charles Rusell 
continued his argument beiore the Parnell 
Commission on Wednesday and Thursday, 
and then asked for an adjournment ‘till 
Tuesday pvext, which the Court granted.

INITHE ARCTIC CIRCLE. 


Some Account of Lord Lonsdale’s Wander- 
fogs te the Far North, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—The Enquirer pub 
lishes details of Lord Lonedalo’s travels given 
ina letter to Mr, Wolf, the Moravian mié- 
sionary at Nushagak, near Fort Alexandria, 
on Bristol's bay, Alaska, in latitude 59° 
north, Lonadale arrived at the mission 
December 15 last, after o journey of 
miles overland from Banks’ Land, in latitude 
75° north. This was the greatest distance 
north that he reached, He remained at 
the mission until January l4, His outfit con- 
sisted of sight sleds and seventy dogs in 
charge of Esquimaux drivers avd some Indian 
sorvants, 

The Earl was quite exliausted from fatigue 
and hunger. The country he traveled was 
rough, with very little cume. The snow was 
terribly drifted and tho sledding so bad that 
most of the journey was made on foot, the 
dogs barely managing to draw the sleds, The 
cold was intense, Ded. Lthe thermometer 
registered 105 degrees below the freezing point. 
Frequently stops were inade for a week ip 
favorable local ties in order to hunt hares and 
reindeer for food, Terrible blizzards swept 
across the country continually and the ut- 
most exertions were iecesinry to keep the 
party from beng scattered and frozen to 
death. Eleven dogs died and many of the re- 
maining 70 were |n a bad condition. 

Lonadale extimates that he traveled 10,000 
miles trom Winnipeg ina little more than a 
year. In the Hudson Bay region, where the 
snow and ice were anc@th, the dows frequent- 
ly oarried them over 200 miles aday. Cold, 
hunger, scurvy and other misfortunes beset 
them conétantly, but Lonsdale’s courage kept 
up all the time and he was inexcollent spirits. 
He had aimed to reach the North Pole. He 
left the mission at Nushogak on Jan. 14, and 
with his dog train crossed the peninsula to 
Katmai on the North Pacific. From here he 
crossed to Kodiac. On Kodiao island, where 
there igo whaling station, he sent word that 
he would sail for England at once, but no word 
has been received of liis arrival atany Ameri- 
can port, aid it is possible he has turned 
whaler to get new experiences, To Mr, Wolf 
he expressed entire coutidengé in hip ability 
to reach the North Pole, but said that open 
water worth of Banke’ Land prevented his 
further progress.

2 A Successfal Cruiser, 

The British Navy has just seen the suc- 
cessful trial of another of 14 new war vessels. 
The Magicienne, one of the Medea type of 
cruisers now building, was given her speed 
fost Jast Wednesday, and the results were 
as satisfactory as in the case of the Medea, 
The new yessel was given a very severe 
test, being compelled to run under forced 
draught at the greatest speed possible for 
12 consecutive hours, Thore has been no- 
thing like such a test before, and certainly 
the results speak well for the vessel's engine. 
The patent log showed that the vessel had 
maintained a mean rate of 17 knots through- 
out her 12 hours trial, while tho contracs 
horse power had been obtained. The au-

than the United States, 

Mr, Hitt’s atatement doos not poasesa the 
essential element of truth. The Hon, 
George Brown, who was tho nogotiator, 
on behalf of Canada, of what Mr. Hitt 
losely calls the reciprocity treaty of 1874, 
gave full explanations regarding the treaty 
project referred to, which was rejected by 
the United States. Inthis speech, which 
was delivered on Maroh 82h, 1875, official- 
ly reported and published in tho newspaper 

of which Mr. Brown was tho editor, ho 
said ; 

Mr, Fish suggested th» addition of manufac- 
tures to the free li t of the proposed Treaty, and 
bere ia the reply that was made, as officially ré 
Corded :—"' In regard to the addition of certain 
classes of manufactures to the free list under the 
old treaty, we reminded Mr Fish that the rove. 
nue of jaa. Dominion was largely ob- 
tained trom a fifteen per c«nt ad valorem duty 
op manufactured goods, and that any aiticles 
made free in Oanada under agreement with spy 
foreign country must be made free to Great 
Britain.” 

Tho firet of these isthe allegation that the 
Treaty discrimioated aga:nat Groat Britain, io 
favor of the United States, Nothing could be 
more unfounded than this, It was porfeotly un- 

from the opening of the nozotiations 
that no article could be free from duty in regard 
to the United States that was not also free with 
regard to Great Britain, and nothiog elee was 
ever contemplated for a moment.

Brown wont to Wash 
ington to try tom sko a treaty, but the Unit- 
ed States authorities would not nogotiau 
Further, no duties of 40 por cont were levic d 
at that time on any goods coming Into Can- 
ada, and none ao high as 20 por cont excep! 
on sugare, liquora and manufactures, none 
of which would be made free under any re 
ciprocity treaty with tho United States. 

If, however, Mr, Hitt is inexact in some 
of his statements, wo may tako him aos an 
authority when ho tells ua what the thing 
is of which he speaks and what was con 
templated by the resolution of which ho was 
the mover. On that point, thon,lot us hear 
him ; : 

What is commercial union with Canada? 
[t moans, as sot out io this resolution, the 
adoption by both countries of precisely the 
satne tariff of duties, * * * The interval 
revenue systems of taxes on liquors and to 
bacco fa the two countries would also have 
to be made uniform in both, The proceeds 
of taxation thus collected would be equit 
ably divided, and the fairest way would 
seom to be in proportion to population. — 

That is the detinition of commercial 
union which the Spectator has given from 
the first; the Canadian tariffs of customs 
and excise duties would be raised to equal 
ity with those of the United States. We 
would be much more highly taxed than we 
now are, and our income would be very 
much lesa than it now is. It would be in 
sufficient for the needs of the government, 
and the provinces would be compelled to 
resort to direct taxation for revenue. Ina 
single word wo would contribute large sums 
to the Washington treasury. 

Besides that, the tariff would be made in 
the interest of the United States, and not 
in the interest of Canada. Five millions of 
people would not dictate to sixty millions 
Canada admits steel raila free ; the United 
States imposes a duty of seventeen dollars 
aton. Osanada admits fine wools free of 
duty ; the United States imposes a duty of 
not less than ten cents a pound ; and so with 
many other frticles. The policy of admit- 
ting raw materials free of duty would be 
seriously compromised, The average duties 
paid on all goods imported into Canada are 
about 20 per cent; on all goods imported into 
the United States, about 30 per cent. Our 
taxes, then, would be increased by 60 per 
cent. Bat the total revenue raised in the 
United States is only $6 70 por head, while 
the total revenue raised in Canada is about 
$6.65. Wetake Mr. Hitt’s figures, which 
are based on the last consus reports of the 
two countries The total revenues for 1887 
were $336.110,287 for the United States and 
$28,687,002 for Usnada. But all the trade 
between the two countries would be free,so 
that one-thirteonth of the total revenre 
would not suftice for the needs of the Do 
minion. Wo would, as has been said, pay 
taxes 50 per cent higher than are now paid, 
and the revenues of the provinces must 
atill be paid by direot taxation. That is 
Mr. Hitt’s scheme. He commends it to 
the people o: the United States. He says; 
** Is it not evident that the sales we would 
make to Oanada would speedily leap to sev“ 
enty five or perhapaa hundred millions of 
dollara per annum?” O, yva; the manufac 
turera of the United States would have a 
very good thing. Do Oanadians think thy 
should be required to pay 50 per cent higher 
taxes than they now pay, and pay direct 
taxes for provincial purposes in addition, in 
order that United States manufacturers may 
increaso their sales in Oanada to ** seventy 
five or perhaps a hundred millions of dollars 
perannum!’ Thvse who do think so hac 
bettersupport commercial union.— Spectator.

Tho Sberiffin Hot Pursait—The MII Now om 
Its Way to Canada. 


CuenoyGan, Mich., April 11.—The acene 
of the Moiles mill controversy has now been 
“transferred from Detour to the open lake 
Tuesday evening Sheriff McKenzie and his 
deputy from the Soo arrived here.

A correspondent writes to the Toronto 
World in opposition to the idea of aban 
doning the attempt to grow barley for the 
English market because of the rather un- 


favorable opinions passed by English brew- 
ers upon the samples of last year’s crop 
which were forwarded to England by the 
Provincial Minister of Apriculture. Tho 
correspondent says :

lo'e, Once its suttableness for the pirpoves 
wanted is fa'rly established, the only remaiaing 
question will be one of price. 

The correspondent is right. The season 
in Ontario being short and comparatively 
dry, wo cannot oxpect to grow in this pro- 
vinoe as heavy a sample of barley as is pro 
duced in Europe ; but the color of our grain 
would certainly be better than that of the 
European grain, and its malting qualitios 
are likely to be of the highest excellence. 
We therefore trust that the experiment 
will be continued on a sufficiently large 
acale ; for tho result sought will, if achiev 
of, be of great importance to the farmors 
of this province.

A Brooklyn Blare,

Collapse of a Meat Compnny, 

New York, April 12.—It is reported 
that the American Meat Co. has collapsed. 
The company was incorporated under the 
laws of New Mexico, and acquired con- 
sidsrable property, among which were 
1,859,000 acres of land and 230,000 head of 
cattle, with ranches and all the equipments 
for conducting the largest business in the 
dressed beef traffic yet undertaken. The 
authorized capital stock was $11,000,000, of 
which $7,000,000 was subscribed up to April 
10. The collapse of the scheme is raid to 
be due to pressure brought to bear upon the 
company by Armour & Co. of Chicago.

Taxation, 

The assertion that high taxation is inflict- 
ed upon the masses of the Canadian peo- 
plo by the national policy tariff is frequent- 
ly made, but it is not supported by the 
facts. Tariff is nob necessarily taxation ; 
it only becomes taxation when tho article 
dealt with cannot be produced to advant- 
ago in the country, The aim and effect of 
the National Polioy tariff is threefold; (1) 
to reduce taxation upon artioles that can 
not be produced in the country ;(2) to pre- 
sorve the home markets for our own people 
and (3) to encourage those natural and ac 
quired industries for which wo are adapted 

Duties levied on articles of every day 
consumption, which are not and cannot be 
produced in the oountry, mean taxation 
every time, The three principal articles of 
this class are tea, sugar and molasses. The

A PROBABLE REVOLUTION. 


It is remarked by a contemporary that 
the remarkable feat porformed the other 
day bya locomotive on the Erie railroad 
directs attevtion to an improvement in rail- 
way engine building which had already 
demonstrated its merits in leas conspicuous 
ways.

The myu-of-war in the harbor were ne 
cessurily close together. The vessels nearest 
the shore were the Eber and Nipsic. The 
Ebor was in front of the American Consu 
late, » quarter of « mile from shore, and the 
Nipsic about 200 yards east of her. The 
Adler was just aboad of the Nipsic and tho 
Olga and Calliope were abead of the Eber. 
The Vandalia was beyond the Calliope, 
« mile off shore. The Trenton, boing 
much larger than any other man-of-war, 
there was no room for her near shore, 80 
she was obliged to anchor beyond the Van- 
dalia just within the outer reef. 

The sailing craft were in shallow water 
woat of the men-of-war. The Trenton and 
Vandalia had the most dangerous berths, 
while the Nipsio was considered safest. 

For a few days preceding the hurricane 
the weather was cloudy dt the barometer 
steadily foll, but no one anticipated the 
storm which commenced in tho afternoon 
of March 15. By 11 o'clock at night 
the wind had increased to « gale, 
avd nearly all the warships bad their 
engines working to relieve the strain upon 
their auchors. The crews on most of the 
sajlicgoraft put out extra anchorsand then 
weut ashore, The rain commenced at mid. 
night and the wind increased in fury. 
Great waves rolled in from the ocean and 
the pitching of the vessels was fearful. 
Every nian was at work, 

The Eber commenced to drug anchor at 
midnight and an hour later the Vandalia 
was dragging. By using full steam power 
they keptoffthe reef and away from the 
other vessels, The wind blew stronger and 
stronger and the rain fell in torrents. _By 
3 o'clock the situation was alarming. 
Nearly every ves el was dragging anchors 
and there was immihent danger of collision, 
A panic began to break out among the men 
on several vesacla and they were kept at 
their posts with the greatest difficulty. 

On shore the howling of the wind among 
the trees and houses and the crash of falling 
roofs aroused many. persons from their beds, 
and figures were soon groping about the 
streots looking for shelter from tho tempest, 
The tide came in rapidly and waves washed 
all over the street 100 fect above the usual 
high water mark, The spray was thrown 
high in theair and beat into the windows 
of houses nearest shore. Rain fell like 
sloet, and men and women wandering in the 
storm shielded thelr faces with pieces of 
board or any other article that could be 
used as a protection against wind and sand. 
The natives seemed to realize more than any 
one else that the storm would result ip aw- 
ful destruction. 

People gathered in little groups and peer. 
ed into the darkness across the foaming 
waters, Through the blackness of the night 
could be seen the lights of the men-of-war, 
and above tle roaring of wind and waves 
the ».,vuting of pfficets and men came faintly 
across tin water. It could be seen the 
vessels were dragging, as the lights were 
moving slowly in different directions and 
apparently crossing and recrossing each 
othr. Every moment it seemed as though 
two or more great ships were about to col- 
lide and the watchers on the beach waited 
in breathless anxiety to hear the crash and 
to see the vessols go down, 

A little after 5 o'clock dawn revealed the 
situation. The wind from the northeast had 
awept the vessels from theirformer moorings 
and they were all bearing toward the reef, 
Black smoke was pouring from their fun- 
nels, showing desperate efforts were being 
made to keep up against the wind. The 
decks were swarming with men clinging to 
masts and other objects. The hulls of the 
warships were tossing like corks, One 
moment the vessels seemed to stand almost 
upon their beam ends and the next instant 
their sterns would rise out of the water and 
expose to view the rudders and reyolvin 

ropeller. ‘Than the prows would be lif 
ig in the air only to plunge into the next 
wave and deluge the ships with water. 
Several amall sailing vessels have already 
gone ashore, 

The Trenton and Vandalia being farther 
from the shore than the rest were obscured 
by the mist. The vessels most plainly 
visible were the. Eber, the Adler and the 
Nipsic. They were very close together and 
only a few yards from tho reef. 

The Eber was making a desperate struggle 
but every inoment she was being drawa 
nearer the reef. Suddenly she shot forward 
as if making a last offort to escape de- 
struction. She current however bore her 
to the right and her prow struok the port 
quarter of the Nipsic. Tho shook carried 
away soyeral feet of the AY eit rail and 
one boat. The Eber then fell back aud 
fouled with the Olga but neither sustainad 
much damage. The collisions checked the 
Fber’s progress and sbe seemed unable to 
make further effort. She swung esround 
broadside to the wind and drifted slowly 
towards the reof. Awful seas broke over 
ber. Ina momenta great wave rolled ip 
towards shore, the Eber was lifted high on 
its crest and carried broadside on the roet. 


She came down with awful force and in an 
iustaut there was nota xeabige to be seen. 
Sheatruck fairly upon her bottom, rolled 


over towards the open sea and disappeared. 

About 10 o'cloak the excitement on shore, 
which quieted a little, commenced to grow 
more intonse as the Vandalia and Calliope 
Were soon in a most dangerous position, and 
u collision between the two vessels seemed 
inevitable, They were both bearing back 
against the reef near o point where the 
wreck of the Adler lay. The Calliopo was 
oearer theshore and her bow was close to 
the stem of the Vandalia. Great waves 
were tossing the two vessels about and they 
were coming closer togethor every minuto. 
Theapace between the men-of-war war noxt 
seen to close altogether, when suddenly 
the great iron prow of the Englishman 
arose high in the air on the crest of an 
enormous wave and came down with full 
force upon the port quarter of the Vandalia. 
The crash was awful, ‘The jibboom of the 
Calliope was carried away and heavy tim 
bers of the Vandalia was paiyeesc. apie!

| Last year three aud 4 half million dollars’ 
| worth of apples were imported by Britain

ments to Britain hays not always resulted 
profitably, but thia may be in part owing 
to carelessness in selection and’ packing, 
as well-as to gluttiog the market with 
fall apples.

Dr. Charcot has treated in the Saltpet- 
rioré ninety-one cases sivce October 7ch. 
The discovery was accidentally made by a 
Ruasian doctor at Odessa, who treated curs- 
ature of the spine by suspending the pa- 
dent while he was clothod in a plaster 
jacket, 

This last experiment was made years ayo, 
but it wae only last summer De, Charcot 
heard of &, and it was only in February 
last that the news came to this country of 
the results of Dr, Charcot’s experiments. 

Dr. Hammond, of New York, ten years 
ago came very near the discovery while ex- 
perimenting upon stretching the sviastic 
nerve as a cure for sciatica. 

Since February, Dr. Hammond has ex- 
perimented with marked boneficial resuits, 
from even one suspension. Dr, Hammond's 
viow is that it is best to suspend one or two 
minutes daily, rather than four or five min- 
utes on alternatedays. Tne method of eus- 
pension is perfectly harmless, aud very sim- 
ple ; care has to be taken that the straps do 
not slip, and that in the case of a hoary 
‘map, the straps do not press so heavily on 
the veins of the neck as to cause discomfort, 
1 feel sure that any intelligent medical gen 
tleman could easily arrange the straps in a 
proper position, Dr. William A. Hamm nd, 
is a retired Surgeon Goneral uf the United 
States Army, and resides in Now York.

Fictitious contracts and bogus sales 
wore written out and the names of persons 
with whom he had had business transactions 
attached to the paper which was floatod. 
For weeks previous to the culmination of 
his career as the prince of Oanadian foryer- 
ies, he was obliged to meet from fifteen to 
twenty notes each week. Many ot these 
were forJarge amsahte. Tho revenue de- 
rived from hig businesg was ontirely inade- 
quate to cover sych gn outlay, hence the 
neccgsity. of forging paper in order 
to avoid the diecovery of his crime. 
Those who shaved his notes never charged 
less than 16 per cent. for discounting the 
paper, and on some occasions when in acor 
ner.and requiring money to mect his pay 
monte with the manufscturing estabieh- 
monts which he represented, he was com- 
pulled to give # discount as high as 40 por 
cont.

Fatigue of Sight.

yellow. Theeye recovers last the percep: 
tion of the color’ by which the fatigue has 
been induced, and fitst recovers the sensi- 
tiveness for the complementary color, The 
fatigue, according to Science, is in the re- 
tina, for it isan independent phenomerion, 
in the two eyes.

They plesed unt morning when Phillips 
won the fourteenth game. Von Reinolta then 
told Phillips the Jewelry belonged to P. W. 
Bilia& Co. Phillips told Reinolts he would 
have to lente the cour.cy and proposed to ae 
aiet in concocting a story of mvaterious disap- 
pearance, in which plan Maloney also joined, 
saying he woyld place some of Vou Reinolts’ 
effecta on tie canal bank to make it appear 
that be had been drowned. 

When he arrived in New York Von Rein 
olts telegraphed that the jewelry must be do 
livered up and that the mysterious disappear- 
ance story wouldn't work, asbe had already 
informed his employers of the loss, 

Phillips’ ypplication tor bail was refused 
and the examination continued until toemor 
row, when Von Keinolts will conclude his 
story.

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell admitted that 
there was room for much diversity of 
opinion aa.to how the Customs law should 
be carried out, but he objected to the nature 
of the specificoritioiams justmade. Hedenied 
that he had sanctioned the receipt by cus. 
toms officials of remuneration from >: 
portera except pay for work performed by 
the importer’s request outside the neual 
office hours. Hé showed that 6Very person 
who considered that his goods had been un- 
justly seized now got an opportunity of 
taking his case into court if he asked for it, 
but thatit would be inexpedient for the 
Government to take every case into oourt,as 
there were about 1100 seizures in a year and 
many of these ofa very trivial charactor, 

After recess, Hon. Mackenvie Bowell con- 
tir his reply, contending that the en- 
for entof the law is in favor of the 
honest trader 

After addresses by Messrs. Paterson of 
Brant and Lister, the House divided on the 
amendment, which was lost by 71 to 11},

The 
first notes that satisfactory results bave been 
obtained elsewhere aud recommends that the 
labor bureau, if established, shall publish 
from time to bme all obtainable information

Recommendations are made looking to the 
greater sufetyol vessels navigating on inland 
waters, The firat report recommends the at- 
tention of thelegislatures to the matter of se- 
curing the gcanter saiety of railway employes.

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PUNISHING THE BRIBERS. 


We learn from the Lmpire that, at tho 
Cornwall assizes, Mr. Whitney, M. P. P. 
for Dundas, has been bringing to a close a 
number of prosecutions for bribery in the 
election of December, 1886, and the trial 
of the Jast person accused he has had to drop 
because a material witness has kept away 
from the service of the subpaas, The 
judge, however, has refused to award costs 
against Mr. Whitney in this case for not 
proceeding, as it is evidently not hia fault 
that the witness cannot be produced. Itis 
unlikely that Mr. Whitney will again have 
to teach the Grit party in Dundas not to 
try and défeat him by purchasing votes, 
Four persons have paid fiiies of $200 apiece 


which the Conservative party had to fight 
in Dundas at the last provincial election. 

And Dundas is only one out of many 
constituencies in which Grit bribery has 
been rampant. A few more prosecutions 
such as those which, Mr, Whitney has 
pressed to asuccess!ulissue, and the “party 
of purity” will drop its time-honored de- 
vices for fear of the consequences. 


A ROLAND FOR AN OLIVER, 


In speeches which he made recently 94 
St. Catharines and at Ottawa, the Rev. Dr. 
Hunter, a well known Methodist minister, 
attacked Mr. Rykert, M, P., because of his 
speech on the Jesuit question, in a very 
intemperate manner, The member for 
Lincoln, who prides himself upon his fight 
ing qualities, has replied in a long letter, 
published in the Kmpire, and which is 
conesived in the same apirit as that which 
animated the attack.

Ramors were flying round all the ovon- 
ing that a number of workmen had been 
caughtand burned in the Fairbank re- 
finery, but it was impossible to verify them. 
At least 250,000 people turned out to 
watch the brilliant sight from beyond the 
police lines on ‘Twelfth-avenue, All 
the west side streeta wore blocked and 
the elevated trains carried swarms up 
and down town to swell the crowds. The 
police reserves were called out to preserve 
order. Every fire ongine above l4th-atreet 
was called out, but the firemen fought 
against tremendous odds, partly owing to 
the nature of the. ground, and their ollorts 
wore wasted. They made absolutely no 
impreasion. 

For hours the wildest sort of a conflagra- 
tion raged and for a time threatened to 


spread over a goodly portion of 
the city. Tho fire burned so furiously 
that the firemen ‘were forced to aban- 
don for frequent intervals positions 


advantageous tor throwing atreams of water 
on the burning buildings. The clanging of 
the bells of fire engines mingled with the 
ahonts of the firemen and the ding-dong of 
ambulances, 

The fire originated in the five-story brick 
building which occupied the block from 69th 
to 60th streets, facing tho river front.

Recently a new ma- 
chine for cooling Inrd was built in this 
building, and it is understood that from this 
macbine some lard boiled over and caused 
the fire.

The men at work in evory story dropped 
their tools and ran for life. | The stair hole 
was a glowing chimney spewing out fire.

and a noted writer 
on medical topica. 
Miss Jowett was

Hero is 
the result of a recent trial held at Dartford 
before ompany of the highest British 
military authorities, between the ordinary - 
black powder and the new compound known 
as the Maxim powder, The trial was with 
quick firing guns of 45-caliber. 

‘'The amount of black powder was 85 
gr to a cartridge, and that of the smoke- 
ess powder 55 gra. ; yet with the latter a 
slightly increesod muzzle velocity is obtain- 
ed. The great point, however, is the com- 
parative amount of smoke. Fifty rounds 
were tired with each description of powder. 
After some thirty rounds of the black pow- 
der had been fired the firer could not 
tho target from the dense cloud af smoke, 
while with smokeless powder the target was 
clearly discernible to the end of the series 
of fifty rounds, and would evidently have 
continued eo after several hundred had been 
rapidly discharge’. ‘There was with the 
smokeless powder merely a faint mist ; and 
the trial yesterday was onder circumstances 
favorable to the black powder, for the at« 
mosphere was clear and there was a slight 
air. Had the trial taken place in a damp 
and still air the contrast between the two 
powders would have been even more marked 
than itactually wae. 

‘With the smokeless powder, which i¢ 
believe! lo be superior to the French smokes 
less powder, it would be almost iinpossible 
| at 600 yards to fix the position of a firin, 
linc, and at that distance a'so the sou 
of the discharge wonld be scarcely audible. 
Tc is almost impossible to foresee to what 
extent tactics will be modified Ly this in- 
vention. Another advantage of the Maxim 
smokelexs powder is that after being wetted 
and dried it is still efficient, Indeed, a 
charge of this powrer has been actually 
chewed, then dried, aud afterward fired.”

Lend In Rome-Made Wines. 

Dr. D. Campbell, an English physician, 
has noticed for many years Uiat dition the 
montlis of August, September and October 

| many severe cases of Jeul-poisoning occurred 
in his practice, the causes of which he could 
not ascertain. The drinking water, the 
‘ beer, the coffee and bread, as well as the va- 
rious cooking utensils, all fell under suspi- 
cion and analysis, but with only negative re- 
sults. Careful imquiries by Dr. Campbel 
| during the past autumn elicited at last froma 
on@of the pationts the fact that ‘*her hus- 
band had drank some home-made rhubarb 
wine, which she herself had made, and which 
rhe was sure could not contain any poison of 
any sort, as she was very careful in selecting 
and cleaning ber rhubarb; and, as for the 
‘sugar and barm, they were all right ; besides, 
the vessel wasa beautifully clean, glazed, 
‘earthenware pan, in which she steeped it 
for a fortnight or three weeks to ferment.” 
Here the doctor at once saw the solution of 
| the problem that had #0 long been puzzling 
him. The glaze on these eirthenware yes- 
sels contains at times as much as 60 per 
cent. of white or red lead, and, durin; the 
ess of fermentation, the acids the 
rhubarb, or of any other fruits used, with 
the acetic acid generated, acton the glaze, 
dissolve the lead, and forin aclate, or sugar 
of lead, which is a powerful irritant poison 
when taken even in sinall doves for any 
Jength of time. Analysis of ten sany 
various home-made wines collected Dr. 
Campbell showed the presence of lead iu 
quantity in eight. Various chemical 
tests applied to the earthenware vensels that 
had been used showed whence the lead had 
been obtained. As high as the lignor bad 
reached in the vessel the glaze was more OF 
Jess dissolved off. On acetic acid and indide 
of potassium being applied a clear yellow 
spot of iodide of lead was produced ; and, on 
anmonium-sulphide being applied to the de- 
nuded part of the pan a distinct black line 
was immediately forined, clearly showing 
the presence of lead in the raze. —Health

HINTS FOR HOUSEKE@EPERB. 


A Batoh of Good New Mocipes That Should 


be Carefally Preaorved, 


Onanoe Cream Sronom Cake.—Oneo and 
one-half caps of sugar, two cups of flour, 
one-half sup cold water, yelks of five oggn 


and whites of two, the rind aud juice of one 
orange, two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
Bake in layers. Whip one oupful of thick 
cream toa atiff froth, and stir gradually 
into it half a cupfal of powdered sugar ; 
grate intoit the yellow of one orange rind 
Spread thickly between the layers of cake, 

Levon Ow ORANGE CreAM.—Tako one 
lemon or two oranges, grate, add one « up of 
sugar, half a cuptul of ive Waterand one cup 
ful of cream ; beat the whites of three ogue 
and stirin. Warm a gill of milk, in which 
mix two tablespoopfuls of corh-starch ;: let 
thicken and stir in, Set on ice, Whip a 
quart of oroam, flavor with essence of almond 
and pour over. 

KxposkekeRemove all the bones from 
some cold boiled fish and flake it into small 
pieces. Mix with it about half the quantity 
of cold boiled rice, a couple of bard-boiled 
eggs cut up, and a few piecosof cold potato, 
Put the mixture in a small saucepan with o 
lump of butter, a little peppor and salt, and 
a well-beaten egg. Stir it-over the fire till 
quite hot. 


Bisnov'’s Breap.—Beat fourteen ounces 
of sugar with the yelks of six ogyvs and the 
whites of three for hnlf ar hour. Then add 
slowly ‘vight Ounces of flour, six ounces of 
blanched alm6nds cut in thin strips, six 
ounces of raisins and thrée ounces of citron 
ctit in fine pidcos.” Pourin a well-grensod 
pan and bake slowly. 

SALAp Dressinec,—Pool and boil a large 
fine potato; minsh well and, when‘oold, add 
the yolk of a raw ogg, 4 teaspoonful! of mus. 
tard and a little salt ; stir well together ; add 
two tablospoonfuls of olive oil and vinegar 
yory slowly, stirring constantly so'that it 
may be very smooth. This is ‘nice with 
chopped oplery or cabbage. 

Axuxt Puppia. —This pudding Is a Scotch 
one,. Mix half a pound of finely chopped 
figs, quarter pound of finely chopped suct,

Then 
take itout, putting itintoa broad kettle 
over the back of the stove to gradually try 
out. When done strain it off into a pan 
with some cold water in the bottom. All 
impurities will setile in the water or on the 
cake of fat, and the hext day it can be melt- 
ed over and’ poured inté jars for use. For 
frying’T prefer beef fat for many thingy, also 


the kettles for that purpose consisting of a | 


double kettle, the lower one for the fat, 
witha side handle for allowing the upper 
one, which has holes in it, to be hung upon 
it, and #o drain off all superfluous fat from 
the articles’ fried. Have all pieces of fat 
from steaks or roasts of beef saved, tried 
outamd strained.

Scenes-at Monto Oarlo, 
Women of all Kinds avd Conditions to be 
Met at the Oasino Tables. 


Jarlo Letter to St. Louis Post+Des- 
patch.) 

As it was at the Roulette tables where 
tore women played than men, and.as it 
was the women whom I cared most to see, 
I took my station by the one’ nearest me, 
wondering a little at the eagerness with 
which certain seats and conditions were con- 
tended for, as if the luck depended upon the 
chairin which one sat or the person by whom 
oné sat, of the moment when one sat down. 
And this, I was told, was one of the many 
superstitions which take possession of the 
inveterate gamblers of Monte Oarlb. To 
hang one’s hat on a certain peg, to sit in a 
certain chair by a particular croupier, to be 
wished good luck or otherwiso, and more 
than all to be an object of curiosity to 
atrangers—all this is believed to have its 
significance for good or bad. But thé most 
absurd and amazing superstition of all is 
that a piece of rope with which a person has 
been hanged will, if worn around the neck, 
insure more gain than loss. Ridiculous as 
this may solind it is nevortheléss true that 
more than one elegantly dressed Woman 
with diamonds flashing on her Hands and 
in her ears has attachedto a slender cord 
around her neck, a bit of the hangman's 
rope, in which she has so much confidence 
that she throws down her. gold more freely 
than women are apt.to do; for, as arule they 
are more cautious than men, and when they 
have''won twenty francs are very«apt to 
put half of it by and» risk’ onlyethe«other 
half. This, however, 1 think, applies moat 
ly to the novices, who always play low and 
‘timidly, and tot tothe old heads, who 
pretend to Have'a "*fsystem,” and know 
whichare the lucky numbers. ‘Dhey play 
recklewsly, either be/ause they are \accus- 
tomed to defeat, or'they haveso much mon. 
ey that the logs of A few thousand franca or 
dollars or pounds does not matter much. 

These women ‘néver show the slightest 
emotion,no matter how great their loss,and 
not a muscle of their faces moves when, 
haying covered the table with gold, they 
see itall swept into the bank by the remorse- 
less croupier, 

Shall we glance ata tew of them as they 
sit or stand’ around the table, four deep 
sometimes, and’ reaching over ‘each other's 
heads to put their ‘mohéy down? That 
young Austrian girl, whoée gloved fit so 
tightly that wt'firat you mistook it for her 
ekin, and who always plays standing up 
hear @ croupier, has put down succéasively 
the yalue in gold of $50, $75 and’$100, and 
gained each time without showing the least 
alation; and now when she begins to lose, 
ther twenty franc pieces go down \just as 
rapidly, and she looks just ascalm and pla- 
‘cid as*when fortune favored her. 

Do you see that litdle white: haired woman 
at the trent-et-quarante table, with pilee of 
gold and bank notes scattered around her 
in such confusion that you wonder how she 
knows which are hers and which her heigh- 
bors? She wears the biggest diamonds in 
the room, and, plays the most recklessly, 
undaunted by evil eyes or any other eyes. 
She is-a- duchess, whotast-year lost 17,000 
franos in one night. “Thisyear she will lose 
4s much or more, arid next year come again, 
and keep on coming as long as’she has any 
money lett, or can borrow apy Of ‘her 
friends.

‘The cheese market this spring has ex- 
hibited a dragging tendency, which has not 
beén equalled since the spring of 1886. Con- 
trary to last season, white stock has been in 
excess to colored, and the latter has conse- 
quently commanded better prices and met 
with a more ready sale. But all kinds and 
qualities have experienced more depression 
than dealers were willing to see ; and’ it is 
understood that those who have. held their 
stock until the present time will be obliged 
to make some sacrificeupon it inorder to dis 
pose of the goods. New cheese is beginning 
to arrive in market, and the old must be 
closed out within a short time, if it is to 
bring anything within the cost price. The 
hot weather of Tist week created quite a 
flurry among, holders, as the old stock Will 
not sndoroe a severe strain of that kind. ‘The 
nominal price of ‘beat old chees® was 11e., 
but on actual sales about 10fo. was all that 
could be obtained, while considerable stock 
changed hands at 10}@104¢., there being }>. 
difference between white and colored in ta 
vor of the latter, Now cheese has varied as 
much in price as in quality. An occasional 
parcel of fine full cream sould as high as 10c,, 
but that price was vory exceptional, and as 
& rule 7@8o. would buy the beat of the paru- 
ly skimmed goods, 

Utida,’ N. Y., April’ 22.—The cheese 
market opened to-day without animation 
aud, without~prices. It was understood

NOVA SGOTIA NEWS. 
Suicide at Lawrencet(own—Terrible Tragedy 
At Bench Mill, 


Havtrax, April 24.—Word was received 
from Lawrencetown yesterday afternoon 
that a man named Norman Hiltz had com- 
mitted suicide there by hanging himself. 
He fastened one end of n rope to his neck 
and the other to a rafter in the barn, 

John Schofield of Beach Hill, about three 
miles from Kentville, aad his child were 
killed by lightning on Sunday night. Scho- 
field and his family were preparing to ro- 
tire for thonight whenthey were startledbya 
sudden crash as though the house had fall- 
en. Immediately following the shock a 


buzzing sound went through the room 
and Schofield was knocked senseless, 
Just then the whole side of 
the house fell in, one of 


the beams falling on a 12-yoar-old child and 
injuring it tosuch an extent that it died 
a short time afterwards. Monday morning 
some neighbors happened to pa:s Schofield’s 
hovae and noticed its dilapidated appear- 
ance, On entering the building a shocking 
sight was presented. Schotield was lying 
stretched upon the floor of the front room 
with his mouth cut and a black stroak ox- 
tending from the mouth down to his knee, 
which indicated the course the electric fluid 
had t_ken. Immediately beneath the dead 
map was a hole in the floor where the cur- 
rent had gone through to t'e ground be- 
neath, The sight presented was a most 
ghastly one. Scholield’s eyes were pro- 
truding from the sockets, his tongue was 
poser g and his whole body was colored 
purple. His little child was lying close be- 
side him with its head crushed in by the 
falling timber. In one corner of the room 
Mrs. Schofield and three children were 
huddled together almost scared out of their 
senses. They were removed to a house in 
the vicinity. 


Attempted Bank Robbery. 
Venture, Cal., April 23.—To-day at 
noon one McCarthy, recently discharged 
from the county hospital, entered Collins & 
Sons’ bank. The cashier had gone to linch, 
leaving Jack Morrison alone. McCarthy 
said his poverty and desperation caused him 
to think of suicide. He laid a packago on 
the counter which he said was dynamite, 
drew a six-shooter and demanded $30,000. 
Morrison dodged behind the counter and ran 
out of the door. The robber seized $4000 
and walked into the street. Morrison gave 


the alarm and a crowd gathered, but no one } 


wasarmed. The thief had ao horse hitched 
near by and was making for that, The 
sheriff, who was at hand, stepped into o 
bardware store and seized a shot gun, when 
the robber surrendered. The money was 
all recovered except $20, which was prob- 
ably lost on the street.

BOODLERS MAY BEWARE 


THE WELDON BILL PASSES THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Ie Will Not Apply to Past Offences — The 
Copyright Act Amendment and Antt- 
Combines Gill Passed, { 


Orrawa, April 23.—Three measures of im- 
portance and of general publio interest passed 
through their final staves in the House to- 
day—the Copyright Act amendment, the Anti- 
Combines Bill and the Boodlers’ Expulsion 
Bill. The latter lost its sting, however, for 
those members of the boodle brigade now dis- 
porting themselves in the Dominion, the re- 
troactive clause being expunged, and the act 
will apply only to offences committed after its 
parsae. 

On motion for the third reading of the bill 
to amend the Copyright Act Sir John Thom 
son explained in answer to questions that it 
was not intended to allow any pnblishera 
monopoly of the repnlication of a British work 
which he might obtain license to reisave in 
Canada. Respecting the limit of time within 
which a work copyrigiited in Canada must be 
republishea bere after its publication in Eng- 
Jand, he did not think it would be fair to make 
that longer than one month, as ip the wean- 
time Cunadian readers would be deprived of 
the opportunity of procuring the work. 

He wes opposed t a lowing at all the im- 
portation of American reprints, as they would 
destroy the market for the Canadiag pablisher, 
Ho was assured that the general pices would 
not be increased nnder the provisionaot the 
bill and that the pricesof many desirable 
works would be cheapened, 

As to thie proposition to make the provisions 
of the bill retroactive with respect to the re- 
printing of British copyrights, he thought to 
do so would raise such opposition in Graat 
Britain on : ground of interference with 
vested righ. iliat the whole bil® would be 
seriously imperiled, especially as we will have 
in connection an important consti.utional 
question to settle with the Colonial Office, 

The bill was read a third time and passed, 

The Antt-Combines Bill was read a third 
time and passed. Mr. Curran offered an 
amendment to allow an appeal against any 
conviction '» the bighest court of appeal for 
criminal matters in the province where such 
conviction shall have teen made up on all 
questions of law and fact, but this amendment 
was dec lost. 

On motion of Sir John Thompson the House 
went into committee on the bill introduced by 
Professor Weldon to amend the Extradition 
Act so as to permit the surrender by Canada 
of fumitivea charged with certain criminal 
offences. Discussion on various proposed 
amendments arose and was continued after 
recess, 

Strong opposition was made to the retroac- 
tive clause on the ground that under it the 

reona who had many — ago committed 
indictable offences in the United States but 
had since led honest lives be liable to 
be surres” ed, and much misery would there- 
by be brought upon their innocent wives and 
tamilies long aftur the offence had been for- 
gotten, 

On division the committee adopted an 
amendment moved by Mr. Lavergno and the 
bill will now apply only to offences committed 
— to its passage, After other minor 
amendments the bill was reported by the com- 
mittee and read a third time and pass 

Mr, Charlton, on Mr. Foster's motion to go 
into Committee of Supply, spoke at conside 
able length in condemnation of the recent in- 
crease in the export duty on logs. Though he 

believed that the Government bad last fall 
increased the duty at tlie request of the lum- 
bermen these same lumbermen had seen from 
the hostility thatthe increase had aroused 
in the United States that their sawn lumber 
market thera was likely to be injuriously af- 
fected by the increase of the import duties 
and they therefore wanted the duty reduced. 
Tle considered that the action of the American 
Congress at its next session would be such as 
to compel Canada wo abolish this duty,

The engino-room tele- 
graph consists of a combined transmitter 
and reply indicator, inclosed in a case mount- 
ed ona pedestal.. This instrument has a 
dial, around which the orders to be trans 
mitted ure distinctly marked, anda handle 
at the buck turns pointer tothe desired 
command. 

The moving of the handle or lever gives 
“attention”: signal to the engineer. Tho 
ae putting his lever over cases » bell 
to he sounded.onthe bridge which calls at- 
tention to the fact that he is acknowledging 
the order and jrepeating it back. The revo- 
lution telegraph is a simple means of trans- 
mitting to thé engineer the number of revo- 
lutions at which the commander wishes the 
engine torun, The Admiral may signal to 
the fleet that he is s golng at seventy revolu- 
tions, which signal has to be repeated’to 
the engineers, inorder that all; the vessel 
may keep in line-with the flagship.

THROUGH BY DAYLIGHT, 


The CPM. to Inaugurate a Fast Service Re: 
tween Toronto and Montreal. 


Montreat, April 24—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway are discussing the advisability 
of an eight-hour day service between Mont- 
real and Toronto, and with this end in view 
have constructed two magnificent new passen- 
ger engines on an entirely new model, Tho 
designer is Mr, F. R. Brown, the mechanical 
engineer of the company. 

They area new departure in passenger loco- 
motives and reflect no «mall amount of credit 
upon their inventor, The engine has ten 
wheels Instead of six. Six wheel are driving 
wheels with a four-wheel truck in front.

20x22. 

Special attention has been paid to abate the 
amoke end cinder nuisance and an appliance 
ban been fitted to each engine that will almost 
entirely abate this inconvenience and will 
mako traveling cleaner than ever, Another 
thing Is the rounded cab for the onginner, the 
first of its kind, It is arranged so that it oan 
be kept parfeotly warm durmg winter. : 

The length of the engine is 65 feet aud 
weight about 107,000 pounds.

Interesting Adiress by: Pflfiolpale Grant. 

On Tuvssdayafternoon Rev. Dr.Grant de- 
livered an interesting address, ~ He-admit- 
ted that the work of raislog money for the 
institution had been a terrible burden, but 
now that the jubilee fund had made Qugbn's 
gafo he was free to devote himself'to work 
formerly dreamed of. He intifmated the 
extension was needed, and he hoped the 
friends would rally to the aid of Dr, Smith, 
and give the funds required to develop the 
institution. Already $96,000 of the endow- 
mont fund of $266,000 has beon paid and 
$8,000 of the first year'sinterest has been met. 
Nine-tenths of the subscriptions had been 
mob, The total costof obtaining the $250,000 
‘was $682, ‘* The graduates and friends of 
Queen's sacrifice willingly,” said Dr, Grant, 
‘for cause they deem ofspflicientimport- 
ance, and they have no desire to talk of 
their sacrifices, The caure is the bighost 
possible development and enrichment of the 
life of the nation. They believe that no na 
tion can be great except along the lino of 
education of the best type, and free from 
bondage of every kind. No mattér how 
good the native stock of a people may be, 
it requires the best kind of oultivation.”’ 
The doctor showed very clearly that the 
Education Department and Toronto Uni- 
versity were not inclined to make a uniform 
and rational matriculation examination for 
Ontario, and he hinted that the cause was 
the refusal of Queen's to be absorbed In the 
Provincial University,

The action of Brennan v, Brennan, which 
has been on the peremptory list for some 
days past, was commenced yesterday after- 
noon in the Civil Assizs Court. The plain- 
tiff is Susannah Elizabeth Brennan, and the 
defendant, Joseph Scott Brennan, is hor 
husband. The suit is for alimony and the 
custody ofa child. The statement of Gaim 
sets out that the plaintiff marri 
the defendant in Hamilton on April 17, 1883, 
and lived with him as his wife until April, 
1888. During this time one child was born. 
The plaintiff ceased to live with the defend- 
ant because of his ‘‘ many acts of unkind- 
ness, indeo ncy, unfaithfulness, gross mis- 
conduct, and cruelty,” the instances of 
which are enumerated as follows: In 
August, 1884, the defendant commit- 
ted adultery with a young lady named 
Hannaford, engaged asa servant in their 
house at Hamilton; the same night he 
dragged tho plaintiff out of bed and terror- 
ized her in many ways; on other numerous 
occasions he is charged with ‘‘coars+, violent, 
lewd, obscene, blasphemous and _ filth 
language.” In Febrnary, 1884, the defend- 
ant ill-used” the plaintiff, spraining 
herarm. He is also charged with attempt- 
ing to rape one Abbie Addy, a cousin of the 
plaintiff, in March last, when she was in a 
room alone, and she was compelled to escape 
to avoid him. On the following morning 
the defendant pulled Mrs. Brennan's hair 
and used violence tothe child In Febru- 
ary, 1887, the defendant is oe to have 
attempted to rape a young lady named 
Eliza Joffréy, and when the  in- 
jured one threatened to bring Brennan to 
the Hamilton Police Court he desired the 
plaintiff to perjure herself by swearing that 
the young lady was not in the house when 
the offence was alleged to have occurred. 
The husband, the plaintiff claims, is not a 
proper custodian of the child, and she aceks 
to obtain it and support for it and her- 
aclf. 

Brennan, in his defente, claims that he 
conducted and provided a home properly 
for his wife, and was not addicted in- 
toxicating drink. His wife, he alleges, 
was ambitious for social position, and 
was dissatisfied that he was a mechanic. 
In her aspirations and dissatisfaction, 
he ‘alleges, she was encouraged by one 
John Earls, of ‘Toronto, and left home not 
because of any misconduct on his part, only 
because she desired to move in the circles of 
society in Toronto in which Mr. John Earle 
moyes. It is also claimed by the defendant 


that his wife was slightly intimate 
with one John McCoy, of Hamil- 
ton, in the early rt of 1888 


during the absence of the defendant at 
Brennan's mills ot Huntsville. The de- 
fendant isa member of the wealthy lumber 
firm of M. Brennan & Sons, Hamilton, who 
have mills and lumber woods in Simcoe and 
Muskoka. Mrs. Brennan is a sister of Mrs. 
John-Earls, wife of the well-known Grand 
‘Trunk Railway freight agent, Toronto, who

Yesterday, in Now 
York and London, the price went up an- 
other shilling ; and a local firm's order upon 
a Halifax refinery was returned with the 
information that they had so many orders 
ahead that it would be impossible to till any 
more at present, and they could not quote 
a price for a future sale with the market in 
its present unstable condition. 

Readers will ask the cause of this extra- 
ordinary stato of affairs, and the cxplana 
tion is a natural one, viz, the scarcity of 
the sugar crop. This year's beot cugar 
crop. is one million and a half tons below 
the average, and beet “sugar is quoted in 
the London market to-day at 24 chillings, 
against from 10s, Gd, to 12s, 6d, at this 
timé lJast year. Unfortunately the pros- 
pects are not re-assuring, and the upward 
march of the prico figures is still zome dis- 
tanee from high water mark. —Kingston 
News.

CROFTER EMIGRATION. 


Report of Secretary Colmer of the Colonl 
zation Board. 

Loxpox, April 27.---The Scotch office has 
received a report from Mr. Colmer, secretary 
of the Crofter Colonization Board, respecting 
this season's crofter emigration under the 
State-nided scheme. Last year £54 out of 
the £120 loan was spent in transit for each 
family, leaving only £66 to invest in the 
Northwest. Phis year £35 was spent in 
transit, leaving £85, while several have pri- 
vate moans. The report expresses the belief 
that the money will be paid in accordance 
with the terms of the scheme. It is also 
noted that colonization is growing in favor in 
Scotland. The board ere ving many 
demands to assist further orofter parties to 
settle in the North-west. The Government 
is pledged, however, to refrain from further 
emigration until the success of the present 
schomo is assured, 

Latest reports from Liverpool take amore 
hopeful view of the season's emigration to 
Canada. A marked featureof recent sailin, 
was the large number emigrated by the Se 
Helpand othersocieties, his emigration is 
regarded with favor because more care is 
bestowed on the selection here for settle- 
ment in Canada than is possible with isolat-

When the train arrived there, it found the 
land adjoining the station staked out and at 
least 500 pe ople oce upying it Theso peo 
ple had bad a moeting in the morning, had | 
adopted a town map, had decided upon the 
names of two streets, one running north and 
south to be named Harrison-ave., in honor 
of the President, the other Mumford-ave., 
in honor of the Editor of “The Kansas City 
Times,” which has for many yoars mado the 
cause of Oklahoma and the boomers {ts own. 
The crowd which jumped from the train 
long before it had stopped, and rushed wildly 
up the hill with gtakos and flags and axos in 
their hands, ready to locate their claims, 
found not only éorner lots, but whole stroots 
and sections of the future eapital of the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma ove apled by poople who 
had by tome means or other scoured’an on- 
try to Oklahoma. 

“The Oklahoma News,” published at 
Guthrie, though printed still in Winfield, 
Kan., was sold to a few curiosity and relic 
hunters from the top of a grocery box. 
Photographers were busy in overy direction, 
taking pictures of the crowds as they were 
being discharged by each sucoseding train. 
The houses orected’are as yet only “tents,” 
but they spring up, like mushrooms, in a 
few hours. When tho sunsot, at least 800 
tents covered the hillside and the plain be- 
yond, and a thousand people probably with- 
out any covering except theit blankets, and 
nothing to lie upon except the ground. Up 
to tho present time the citizens of Guthrie 
have had no opportunity to discuss the 
propricty of building an opera house, buta 
circus is already on its way and the con- 
struction of a big hotel, the next best thin 
to an opera house in the West, is aeatate 
to be in contemplation. 

The general good behavior of the Kansas 
boomers has been marked, Under very try- 
ing circumstances, they have carried them- 
selves with o restraint and a self-possession 
at variance with the absurdly sensational 
statements which have found their way into 

rint from time to time, and which seem to 
iinply that the boomers from Kansas were 
disorderly and dangerous. On the contrary 
they ha¥e born themselyes good-humoredly 
and without violution of the law. 

The sights and scenes incidental to the 
opening were picturesque, striking and not 
lacking in humor thr which a touch of 
pathos souectimes showed, One old-fashion. 
vd “prarie schooner,” that had evidently 
heen on the move constantly during the 
yast quarter of a century, drifted through 
Kansas City en route for the promised land. 
It had the usual complement of threo or 
four scrawny dogs, a big rooster, two or 
three kittens, several dirty faced children, 
and a lank couple representing the head of 
tho family. It wasan Oklahoma outfit, a 
duplicate of the ‘* Pikes Peak or bust,” 
aggregation that was picked off by Indians 
not a score of years ago. The old man 
looked as if it was already a case of genuine 
‘bust’ with him, so far as money was con- 
cerned, and the semi-humerous inscription 
printed upon either side of the “schooner” 
indicated he was not a stranger to the lead- 
ing attractions of some of the Western 
States. In fact he had evidently tried them 
all and yot the worst of iteach time. These 
were the words, printed in large black let

BELLUBVILLE DRILL BHED—S10,

Grite Try to Defeat it 

(From the Oficial Report, April 24.) 

Mr. Mulock.—With reference to those 
} grants for building drill shoda | would ask 
on what principle are those drill sheds 
erected, and how it comos that drill sheds 
aro erected in some places aud not in 
othera? For oxample, it ls known that it 
| is nocessary to have improved drill shod 


accommodation in Toronto ; on what prin- 
ciple are these drill sheds built, are they 
erected on account of the importunitios of 
the locality { 

Sir Hoctor Langévin.—1 find, for ox 
amplo, that $10,000 has been granted by 
tho city of Brantford towards the erection 
of the drill shod, provided the Federal 
Government will contribute the same 
amount. After the Dopartment of Militia 
has decided that the building is required, 
tho fact that this offer is made by the muni- 
cipal authoritios justifies the Government 
in asking o similar amount from Parlia 
mont. 

Mr. Mulock.—Did Bolleville contribute 
anythiog towards this drill shod 4 

Mr, Bowell.—The corporation of Belle- 
ville gave no money, the drill shed was 
built by tho officers of the battalion and 
others who subscribed various suma for the 
purpose, Tho Government gives them this 
appropriation to assist in paying off the 
debt. I may add that these drill sheds are 
transforred to the Department of Militia 
when the Government contributes any 
thing towards them; so that they cannot 
be diverted for any other purpose, 

Mr. Mulock.—When was the drill shed 
at Belleville orected. 

Mr. Bowoll.—It was built last summer, 
I observed that one of the nowsapapers stat 
ed that the town had given them a lot for 
that purpose, bub | know it is not the lot 
upon which the drill shed has been erect- 
ed. 

Mr, Mulock,—What was the total cost 
of the Bolleville drill shed? j 

Mr. Bowoll.—I do not know myself, but 
from information I have received, it was 
$15,000 or $20,000. Judging from the size 
of the building and the locality in which it 
is situated, 1 do not think it coste any 
more, 

Mr. Mulock.—Does the Minister of Cus- 
toms think it cost more than $10,000 to 
orect this drill shed 7 

Mr. Bowell.—I shotld think it would 
when finished. I have already told the 
hon, gentleman that 1 thought ib would 
cost about $16,000, but I do not think it 


“will cost any more, 


Mr. Mulock.—It may bo thatthe centle- 
men who subscribed for the building of the 
shed will get back every dollar that they 
expended, and that brings mo back-to the 
ofiginal question ; on whet principle are 
those buildings connected with, the militia 
dervice erected in different parts of the Do 
minion? Brantford subscribed $10,000, 
whereas this vote may cover all the ex- 
penses of the drill shed in Belleville. 

Mr. Bowell. ‘Suppose that were true, I 
can tell the hon, gentleman that Bolleville 
has maintained a volunteer force since 1857 
and for part of that time two battalions, 
and never had a dollar from this Govern- 
ment or any otter Government to assist in 
payiog for or providing drill shed or armo- 
ries. That has always been paid by the 
viticers themselves and other gentlemen, 
and this drill shed has been built by private 
subscriptions, This vote is to assist in pay- 
ing off the indebtedness on the shed which 
exists at the present time, so that these 
gentiemen will not get aor ape back. 

Mr. Wilson (Elgin).—Has the city of 
Belleville contributed anything towards as- 
sisting the officers and other parties in con" 
structing that shed? 

Mr. Bowell.—Not that ] am aware of, ex- 
cept from the statement made in one of the 
newspapers. 1 stated inthis House when 
the matter was discussed before that Belle- 
ville had done nothing, and a newspaper 
corrected me in that statement, and said 
that the city of Belleville had given them 
alot. I do not know where that lot is. 

Mr. Wilson (Elgin).—I understand that 
the usual custom is to transfer these prop- 
erties to the Militia Department as soon as 
they are completed. 

Mr. Bowell.—In many cases, when vol- 
unteers haye been disbanded after a drill 
shed has been built, it is sold, and if the 
mnicipalities haye contributed any portion 
towards its construction, they get a sum in 
proportion to the amount they have paid in, 

Mr, Wilson (Elgin).—I understood the 
Minister to state that these gentlemen had 
kept up this drill shed for a number! of 
years. But now it appears that it had been 
transferred to the department and kept up 
by-it,” I think we ought to know whether 
there is any principle underlying the build 
ing of these drill sheds in these cities. It 
appears that in Brantford one-half tne 
amount has been contributed, and the Goy- 
érnment ought also to expect Belleville to 
Contribute one-half the amount for the 
drill shed there. Is there any reason for 
treating Belleville in one way and Brant- 
ford in another way? 1s it because they 
get a little nore support from one locality 
than from the other? I am inclined to 
think that it is. 

Mr. Bowell.—What I said to the hon. 
member for North York, was, that the drill 
shed was only built last summer—and | am 
informed now by the hon. member for West 
Hastings (Mr. Corby) that it is not yot fally 
completed—that I thought the expenditure 
would not exceed $15,000, that it had been 
built by the subscriptions of officers and 
others in the city, and that this was an ap- 
propriation by the Government to assist in 
paying the indebtedness on that drill shed. 
lf my hon. friend reflects for a moment, he 
will come to this conclusion, that men who 
have given their time and money for years 
towards the maintenance of the volunteer 
force, should receive as much consideration 
from the Government as a municipality 
which contributes a certain amount from 
the chest of the town to assist in building a 
drill shed. 

Mr, McMullen.—It appears that this 
promise with regard to Belleville was made 
by some person, and an advantage is given 
to Belleville over some other places. Is it 
to implement the promise of the Minister 
of Customs? 

Mr. Bowoll.—I never promised the poo- 
ple of Belleville a singlo dollar, directly or 
indirectly, peither did they know that a 
doliar would be given until it appeared in 
the Estimates. 1t would be much becter 
if gentlomen did not indulge in insinua- 
tions, particularly when there is no founda- 
tion for thom.

block of land, in which are thick and ox 
tensive seams of authracite coal, has lately 
been worked by a Canadian company (the 
Canadian Anthracite Coal Company, Linnit 
od), in the Cascade district of the Bow 
River Pass, and with excellent results 


This land covers the croppings of tho veins, 
which dip from 382° to 60° in tho side of 


the mountains, which riso from 600 feet or 
600 fect, to 2,000 feet above the croppings. 
A tunnel 209 fect long has been driven, and 


this ia 45 fect above the water level and cuts 
through’22 seamsof coal. Three of these 
soames aro being worked. The overlying 
soam measures about 9 feet, of which 7 feet 
arc coal; the middle seam has from 3 feet to 
3 fect 6 inches of clean hard coal; and the 


underlying seam is about 6 feet 4 inches, | 


with 10 inches of slate near the centre of 
the seam. These aro the only seams as yot 
practically tested, but from them about 
15,000 tons of cool have been taken and 
shipped to the Paciflo cost The coal has 
been taken to San Francisco, where it has 
been graded as No. 1 froee-burning white- 
ashanthracite, As yet the work which the 
local Canadian company have been able to 
do has been, more of a prospecting character 
than mining for the market, and so an 
endeavor is being made to on up the 
whole of this extensive coal-field by the em- 
ployment of British capital. —London Times.

The Only Endy tn Her Conch Who Came 
Out Alive.

and alionated her affections from the

Tho plaintiff claims the sum of $5,000 
damages and the costs of this action. 

No statement of defence was filed by de- 
fondant or hie solicitor and -interlocutory 
judgment was entered for plaintiff on 15th 
day of April, instant, and the action was 
sot down for assessment of damages before 
a jury at this assizes.

Occupied sanie 
house, same,room at night, “She has con- 
tinued to perform the duties of a wife in 
hhousekeeping.and. looking after the chil- 
dren. My feelings towards my wife chang- 
ed about the tinie of her misconduct in 1887. 
Know Mrs. Frank,Brenton, 1 did not tell 
her that my aftsctions were entirely alion- 
ated from my wife! Have been out with 
my wife on several occasions ; was out to 
Dr. Faulkner's wedding. Shortly after this 
happened I had pledged my word to take 
her to two or three places —to the wedding, 
to church and to tea meetings.

But other misfortunes were in store 
for him His oldest son, Jerrold Nolen 
had graduated from college, and camo 
to Now York to study medicine, living,
